He is presently the 
Associate Publisher ofJlThe New York Post. " When appointed to that position 
in 1965, Clark was described as the son of the late Judge William Clark of 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, the past President of "The Crimson, " a 
Htarvard University newspaper, and as a "liberal and independent. " 

Clark has not been the subject of a Bureau investigation.

In September, 1962, a Professor Norman Dorsen was a 
scheduled speaker at seminars conduqted by the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, a cited organization. The 6/25/62, issue of the !t National 
Review 11 contained an article indicating that Professor Norman Dorsen, 
New York University School of Law, prepared the brief submitted to the 
U. S. Supreme Court by the ACLU requesting the Court to review the 
conviction of Robert Soblen, who was convicted of conspiracy to commit 
espionage in U. S. District Court, New York City, on 7/13/61, and was 
sentenced to terms of ten years and life imprisonment. The ff New York 
Times, M in its issue of June 15, 1962,! stated that Norman Dorsen, Professor, 
New-York. Uiiiuersity„ia.w^£thool,_was| one of 25 professors who. endorsed _ 
Justice Hugo Black^s dissent from the | Supreme Court f s decision requiring 
the Communist Party to register with Jthe United States Government. 

On November 20, 1963,; a news release was issued by the 
organization, Student Committee for Travel to Cuba, critical of United 
States policy restricting travel to Cuba. The release states that the 
Federal Government was attempting to intimidate the organization by 
indicting three students who had visited Cuba on the first trip sponsored by 
the organization. It pointed out further that the action by the Federal 
Government was opposed by many leading scholars in the Nation and included 
among those listed was one "Norman Dorsen of N. Y. U. " 

In an article entitled "liaw Professors Attack Claim of Tap 
Powers, 11 which appeared in the 6/26/(69 issue of the "Washington Post, " 
it was noted that 13 prominent law professors called on Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell to drop his claim that the Government may wiretap and bug, 
free from court supervision, domestic organizations it considers subversive. 
These professors further indicated that the "recently disclosed wiretapping 
of the late Reverend Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. , and Elijah Muhammed

our New York Office advised that Norman Dorsen, New York University 
Law School, was one of several individuals who participated in a debate 
with Abbott Hoffman, Jerry Rubin, and Rennie Davis on a TV show in 
New York City on 3/19/70. Dorsen was described as a Professor of Law, 
New York University, and Director of the Arthur Garfield Hayes Civil 
Liberties Memorial Program at that school. The December, 1969, issue 
of M The Bill of Rights Journal, 11 published by the National Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee (NECLC), a cited organization, listed Norman Dorsen, 
New York City, as among the lawyers who had contributed through M The 
Bill of Rights Journal" to the work of the NECLC.

Marshall was born on 10/l/22,_ at Plainfield, New Jersey,, and 
attended Yale University receiving ah (A. B. degree"and an LL. B. degree, 
the latter in 1951. He was associated with the Washington, D. C v law firm 
of Covington and Burling from 1951 until 1961 when he was appointed Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the Civil Rights Division. He resigned this 
position in early 1965. 

Marshall was the subject of an applicant-type investigation 
in January, 1961, in connection with \iis appointment as Assistant Attorney 
General and this investigation disclosed no unfavorable information con- 
cerning him. 1 

We, of course, had a great deal of contact with Marshall 
during the period that he was Assistant Attorney General and the files 

-reflect tiiatJie^was not^a ^ien^ofjhe Bureau. In this regard it is noted 

that in February, 1964, we received information from Walter Jenkins at th<T 
White House that Marshall had called Presidential Aide Bill Moyers on 
February 17, 1964, to advise that the [Attorney General felt it would be highly 
desirable for the President to see the [Department of Justice file on 
Martin Luther King. A few minutes later he again called Moyers and told 
Moyers that he wanted to warn the White House that he personally knew 
that the FBI had leaked information concerning Martin Luther King*s back- 
ground to a newspaper reporter. According to Jenkins, Marshall told 
Moyers that he thought the White House should know this inasmuch as 
information concerning King would undoubtedly be coming out before the 
public in the future. At the time Waltbr Jenkins furnished this information, 
he stated that it was apparent that the Attorney General and Marshall had 
some specific axe to grind in connection with sending to the White House 
on an expedite basis the Departments file on Martin Luther King. Jenkins 
said he believed that this file had been sent to the White House because 
Katzenbach had suddenly conceived the idea that he had to be on record with 
the President concerning King*s communist background.

The Director commented in connection with Marshall*s 
assertion that the FBI had leaked information that "Marshall is a liar. H. " 
Mr. Hoover also commented that "Katzenbach did his dirt against us before 
Warren Commission and now Marshall is trying to poison the W. H. about 
FBI. " In connection with above matter, Marshall was subsequently contacted 
by Mr. Rosen and advised that the story that the FBI had leaked information 
concerning King was a lie. Marshall mentioned on that occasion that Reese 
Claghorn, a reporter for the "Atlanta Journal, " Atlanta, Georgia, had 
contacted him for information regarding King for use in a story he was writing 
for the "Saturday Evening Post. " Marshall claimed that Claghorn obviously 
knew a great deal about King, that he was fishing for more information, but 
that there was no indication, as far as 1 Marshall was concerned, that any 
information Claghorn had came from alnyone at FBI Headquarters. Marshall 
said it appeared that Claghorn picked up this information in the field in the 
Atlanta area. The Director commented in connection with this, "Marshall 

4s-^a liar^- He~specifically~ made J&e^^ 

King to the press and that he, Marshall, personally knew it. H. " 



It is noted that Marshall wrote the Director on July 29, 1964, 
to commend the Atlanta Office for its excellent work in investigating violations 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. We thanked him by letter dated August 3, 
1964. Marshall also wrote the Director on January 16, 1965, at which time 
he was leaving the Department, to express his gratitude for the efforts the 
Bureau had made "to adapt itself to a greatly increased and changed exercise 
of responsibility in the civil rights field. " He also commented most 
favorably concerning the Bureaus work in Mississippi against the Ku Klux 
Klan. The Director thanked him for these comments by letter of January 25, 
1965.

In 1961, Silvers, while, Editor of Harper's magazine, was 
reportedly sent copies of a magazine,! "Studies on the Left," an historical 
review dedicated to the leftist point of view. 

In 1964, Silvers, during an interview in connection with a 
security of Government employees inyestigation of a former school 
classmate, advised that he, Silvers, had been Co -editor of "The New York 
Review of Books" since 1963 and prior to that time had been Editor for 
Harper's magazine (1958-1963). In 1964 it was also reported that "The 
New York Review of Books" used persons with "leftist tendencies" to

In 1954, Bella Dodd, a former CP official, 
stated she had heard that Taylor had associated with individuals she described 
as the "Society of the Communist Party, ,T such as Frederick Vanderbilt Field, 
but she never had heard anything to indicate Taylor was a member of the CP.

During 1953, Taylor and the late Senator McCarthy exchanged 
bitter remarks regarding the Senator 's investigation of alleged espionage 
at Fort Monmouth, New Jersey. Tayjlor termed the Senator's charges as

The Army in 1955 was! considering proceedings against Taylor, 
a Brigadier General in the Reserve, to determine if he should be removed 
from the Reserve, Our files do not indicate what action, if any, was taken 
in this regard. j 

Our files contain considerable information revealing Taylor's 
association with known communists whom he represented as an attorney. He 
has represented CP members at hearings before Congressional Committees 
and has been consulted by attorneys for many other communists. In 1962, 
Telford Taylor of New York City was one of two attorneys for Junius Irving 
Scales who was convicted under the Membership clause of the Smith Act as 
a~communist. — Scale^s-began-servin^ a six- year &ent£noe~on~October~2 ,--l-96i*r- 
Also, in 1962, Taylor represented four women who were called to testify 
before the HCIS regarding Women Strike For Peace activities. The HCIS was 
looking into communist infiltration inl^o the group and the witnesses were not 
cooperative. I 

In 1961, it was reported that Taylor was being considered for 
the position of Director of the Central Intelligence Agency and a memorandum 
containing background information concerning Taylor was sent to the Attorney 
General on instructions of the Director.

Captioned individual, described as a scientist and wfio was 
J3pjn^onj)/30/15 at Detroit, Michigan', was the subject of a Special Inquiry 
conducted by us for the White House in July, 1970. This investigation 
revealed that Wtosner is an internationally known scientist who has been 
affiliated with the .MasfiactaBstts Institute of Technology (MIT) since 1946, 
and where he is currently the Provost. He is also described as a consultant 
at large to the President's Science Advisory Committee. During the period 
from 1947 to 1967, we conducted several applicant- type investigations on 
him. He has served numerous Government Agencies, including the 
Central Intelligence Agency, as a conjsultant over the years. 

Although our investigations were generally favorable con- 
cerning him, he did admit past membership in the American Association 
of Scientific Workers, described as a' communist front organization, and 

was alleged to hav« m ade r emarks -Indicating a- 3ymp l athyi:orxommunists~irr 

the mid-l§40's. In addition, several |of his associates at MIT had been 
publicly identified as having been affiliated with the Communist Party. 
Wltsner was also reported to have enjoyed a professional and social relation- 
ship with the late J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

Wfclsner was invited to j and subsequently attended the second 
Pugwash Conference in Quebec, Canada, in 1958. This Conference was 
attended by scientists from all o^er^Te world, including the Soviet Union 
and Red China, and was sponsored by Cyrus Eaton, the well-known industrialist, 
financier and apologist for the Soviet pnion. According to the March, 1959, s 
issue of Tt American Opinion, " a wide variety of subjects was discussed but 
no' conclusions were reached at this Conference which did not very closely- 
approximate the "current Moscow line. 11 In connection with this Conference, 
it should be noted that prior to attending this Conference, Wctsner reported 
his intention to attend to the State Department as well as the Central ' * 
Intelligence Agency. 

Our 1970 investigation of W^sner also indicated that he has 
been outspoken in opposition to an antiballistic missile system for the 
United States.

casting him in the role of defendant before even the first fact is brought 
out, and condemned by the "judges" before trial begins. It simply is 
asking too much that any FBI representative appear personally under 
those circumstances. For that reason I shall try to explain briefly 
in this letter some of the facts of the FBI "defense, " hoping that they 
will be considered material during the deliberations of your group and 
in any public reports which you may issue later. 

Basically, our position is that the FBI need tailor no special 
"defense" of its own for this occasion. The basic facts on how the FBI 
is organized and how it discbarges its duties have been so well known 
for so long, and to so many responsible persons, that they are obvious 
to all except those who are so blind that they do not wish to see. 

The duties assigned to us seem as good a place as any to 
start. We are well aware that some complain of these claiming 
infringement on what they contend to be their rights and liberties. 
There are bank robbers who believe that we should not investigate bank 
robberies, and thieves and others charged with crimes after investiga- 
tion who condemn us in court and out. More recently there are those 
who bomb, riot, and destroy both human life and property for what they 
claim to be more sophisticated reasons and who resent our investigations 
as an intrusion into what they esteem to be matters of their own 
conscience only. We frequently are the targets of personal abuse, of 
the most vile invectives at the command of both the totalitarian right 
and the totalitarian left. Yet, neither these nor those who appear to 
sympathize with them seem willing to publicly admit the basic and 
obvious fact that our investigative duties are not of our own choosing. 
They were delivered to us, with the requirement that we take all 
necessary action, by laws passed by the Congress and by rules and 
regulations laid down by the President and the Attorney General. We 
are forever in the unenviable position of the policeman being assaulted 
by the mob. He neither enacts the law nor judges the legality of it, but 
it usually is he, and he alone, who must dodge the brickbats hurled by 
those protesting against it. Any genuine fact-finding inquiry concerning 
the FBI will admit and underscore these facts. 
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In performing the duties assigned to us, we are not at all 
a law unto ourselves as some of our critics would have the American 
people believe. There are many who monitor us in some way or 
other; they are a system of checks and balances on the manner in 
which we perform our duties. Senators and Representatives are 
interested in how we work. They are free to express their interest 
and they often do so, individually or collectively. We must investigate 
our cases to the satisfaction of the Department of Justice, and within 
the context of such rules as it lays down for us. Our work must 
satisfy the United States Attorney, who makes an independent decision 
on whether the case we bring before him will or will not be prosecuted. 
The United States Magistrate exercises a supervisory authority to accept 
or reject the adequacy of our reasons shown for asking for an arrest 
warrant or a search warrant. Our cases which pass the inspection of 
our monitors up to this point then go before the Federal courts in the 
uncounted thousands. I am sure you will agree that our work is 
carefully evaluated in those forums. 

In sum, we say that there are many who exercise some 
official vigilance over the manner in which the FBI performs its duties, 
that they are to be found in each of the three branches of Government, 
and that our performance has won the approval of the great majority 
of them. If your group doubts that the FBI has performed so well, we 
suggest a fact-finding poll of all living Presidents, Attorneys General, 
United States Senators, United States Representatives, United States 
Attorneys, United States Magistrates (and former Commissioners), and 
Federal judges, with all questions and all answers spread upon the public 
record so that the people of this nation might see for themselves. Perhaps 
we are mistaken, but we do believe that if this were done the "defense" 
of the FBI would be made by others highly qualified, and that it would 
be one on which we could rest our case. 

If it be thought inappropriate to question some, such as 
the Federal judges, because they must remain impartial at all times, 
your group could accomplish the same fact-finding results by conducting 
a review of all reported Federal court decisions in cases investigated 
by the FBI during the past decade, or as far beyond that as you wish to 
go to make certain that your study has the necessary depth. You can 
list and cite for public view all such decisions, calling particular attention 
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to those in which the courts have disapproved our action, and showing 
the percentage of those cases against the total of all that we have 
brought to the courts. I assume here that you would also call public 
attention to those decisions in which the courts have spoken well of 
FBI work. Further, we suggest that you consider, and report on, 
the Miranda Rule, the Mallory Rule, the Jencks Rule, the rule on 
fair lineups, the arrest and search and seizure requirements of the 
Fourth Amendment, and all the many other rules laid down for control 
of the Special Agent or other law enforcement officers investigating a 
criminal case. You will find that we have set an excellent record for 
obedience to them. With relatively few exceptions our work has met 
with the approval of the Federal judges. The few exceptions concern 
us for we know that law enforcement, dealing constantly with those 
human rights held most sacred, theoretically has no tolerance for error. 
We know, of course, that we do err, but it is our request that the error 
be viewed in context and that we be granted the same tolerance extended 
to others for an occasional mistake. 

We venture to suggest one condition which should be Set on 
such polls. If one person in a group is to be polled, all s hould be polled 
and all should be reported openly and completely. Honest fact-finding 
admits of nothing less. If the FBI, investigating a criminal case, were 
to bring a witness against the accused and in any manner deliberately 
hide the many who would testify in his favor, you would be outraged and 
justifiably so. We would feel a sense of outrage at similar conduct 
directed against us. The technique of making one dissenter appear to 
be representative of a large group which, in fact, is not in agreement 
with him is a technique of deception and one which any court of inquiry 
ought to abhor. 

I have been speaking of the fact that we try hard to merit 
the approval of the many who officially monitor our work, and apparently 
with a reasonable degree of success. We do more than that; we try to 
improve the investigatory process in $hose areas in which we are allowed 
some discretion. Examples of our innovation in this direction are in the 
public record and should be among the facts of official interest to your 
group. I shall call a few to your attention. 
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For centuries the common law which we brought with us from 
England has held that an officer lawfully may shoot a fleeing felon to 
prevent his escape. We found that power unnecessary for our particular 
purposes, and rejected it. The FBI rule now is, and long has been, 
that a Special Agent or other FBI officer may shoot only in self-defense 
or the defense of others. If the observance of this rule allows a fleeing 
felon to escape, we hopefully will apprehend him another day. The rule 
innovated by the FBI, on its own initiative, raises the sanctity of a 
human life a notch above that required by the law. We consider this to 
be significant and hope that you agree. 

We have innovated improvements in other areas. During the 
past decade, Presidents, Governors, Attorneys General, legislators, 
and others have emphasized the need for police training and education. 
The FBI saw that need a long time ago. Our FBI National Academy, a 
12 -week course for selected police officers from states, counties, and 
cities, and some from friendly foreign nations, opened in 1935 and has 
been in continuous operation since that time. It is now being substantially 
expanded. More than 5, 000 officers have received this instruction and 
we have been led to believe that at least the great majority consider it 
a contribution to better law enforcement. 

In a quite different area, the FBI Laboratory has innovated 
for more effective and humanitarian law enforcement. During recent 
years, the Supreme Court and the lower courts have emphasized the 
humanitarian approach toward proving criminal cases more by physical 
evidence and less by confessions taken from the accused. We like to 
believe that they have done so on learning that the FBI Laboratory, 
established in 1932, proved that in many cases it can be done. Scientific 
examination of evidence leads to proof of guilt or innocence quite 
independent of anything said by the accused. We are as proud of the 
cases showing innocence as of those showing guilt and have not been 
reluctant to say so. That fact should be of interest to your group, for it 
is another example of professional and humanitarian law enforcement at 
its best. 

Possibly even more important, we have innovated our own 
rules to better protect the constitutional rights of the accused. I am 
sure that at least most of those who attend your conference hailed as a 
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great step forward the decision of the Supreme Court in the Miranda 
case which, briefly stated, grants the accused in custody a right to 
say nothing and a right to a lawyer. Do they know, also, that for 
decades prior to the Supreme Court ea^ict in Miranda, all Special 
Agents of the FBI were, by our own house rule, over and above the 
requirements of the courts, advising criminal subjects of those same 
rights ? The Supreme Court willingly took cognizance of that fact in 
the text of the Miranda decision in remarks quite laudatory of the FBI. 
Please note those remarks in Miranda v. Arizona , 384 U. S. 436, at 
483 (1966), where the Court, speaking through Chief Justice Warren, 
stated, in part, that '^er the years the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion has compiled an exemplary record of effective law enforcement.. . . 
I suggest that no fact-finding investigation of the FBI would be complete 
without calling public attention to those words of the Supreme Court. 

We have innovated other rules which should commend them- 
selves to you. For example, in recent years the Supreme Court has 
strongly emphasized the desirability of making arrests and searches by 
warrant, a protection for the citizen (and the officer) against over- 
reaching by the officer whether by honest mistake or otherwise. That 
rule has been the FBI rule and practice for decades. 

In short, we in the FBI have ourselves innovated on our own 
initiative, above and beyond the legal and administrative requirements 
laid down upon us, rules and practices designed for more lawful and 
humanitarian enforcement of the criminal law. This is a part of our 
"defense" and we hope that your group will consider it a fact worthy of 
being brought to public attention. 

To do the work of the FBI we have assembled a staff which 
I believe is so capable that any deep and fair fact-finding study will 
find it to be one of outstanding honesty and ability. Vfe have sought 
to develop and enforce work rules to guarantee the taxpayer a day's 
work, and even a little more, for a day's pay. We have tried to keep 
our employees free of the corrosive influence of bribery which some- 
times has weakened an otherwise honest and effective law enforcement 
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agency. We have admittedly demanded of FBI employees a standard of 
morality which could be approved by the majority of the American 
people. On a few occasions we have been told by those who officially 
monitor us that we have been too strict, but I submit to public judgment 
the view that in a law enforcement agency, a tax-supported institution, 
if there is to be error it should be on the side of being too strict rather 
than being too loose. 

It is precisely in this area of employee relations that we 
have had a few of our most vocal critics. I think it inevitable in any 
large organization; some will disagree with the rules and some will 
disobey them. Yet, in our view, discipline is an absolute necessity. 
An undisciplined law enforcement agency is a menace to society. And 
discipline, I should add, must have many facets, not the least of which 
is to curb the enthusiasm of an overzealous Special Agent or official 
who, in his pursuit of the alleged criminal or subversive, tends to 
rationalize toward the belief that the end justifies the means, bitterly 
condemning the curbs on his zeal as a handcuff on what he alleges to 

be modern and efficient law enforcement. I trust that you will agree. 

i 

Heae 1 may as well frankly recognize the fact that your group 
probably will hear criticism from former Special Agents of the FBI. I 
trust that you will review that criticism, and report it in proper context. 
Neither you nor I, nor any other person, can manage a large organization 
to the total satisfaction of all employees. You have the opportunity of 
placing this criticism in proper balance if you will take full note of the 
evidence favorable to the FBI. There is an organization known as The 
Society of Former Special Agents of the FBI, wholly private and in no 
way a part of the Government, whose members number in the thousands. 
It is unique, I believe, in the annals of Government employment. The 
organization exists, or so I have been told, because its members are 
proud of having served in the FBI. If your scales of justice are well 
balanced, I am sure that you will find that the views of these many greatly 
outweigh those of a dissident few, and I think that fairness requires that 
the views of the many be so well represented in your inquiry that the 
difference in weight is made obvious. 
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Somewhat related to these problems is that of decision making. 
I believe it my duty to encourage a full expression of employee views on 
FBI problems, and I do so encourage, quite contrary to statements made 
by some of the critics, I believe it my duty, as the appointed head of 
the FBI, to review all views and make the final decision, except where 
it should be referred to higher authority, 1 believe it the duty of the 
employee, once the final decision is made, to either faithfully carry out 
the directive or marshal convincing proof that it is in error. I submit 
for judgment the belief that there is no other way to operate an efficient 
law enforcement organization. 

Perhaps the earlier reference to enforcement of the law 
within the strictures of the law brings up the subject of wiretapping. 
Being sure that it will come up at your conference, I would like to ask 
a favor of your group in the interest of fairness, I would think they 
would wish to show in their report, if such be issued, that Federal law 
permits wiretapping under controlled circumstances. Further, that in 
each and every wiretapping, regardless of circumstances, the FBI first 
obtains the written approval of the Attorney General. Also, that with 
respect to the wiretapping which occurred before passage of the present 
Federal statute, the FBI followed the opinions of a long line of Attorneys 
General that wiretapping was legal. Your attention is called to 63 Yale 
Law Journal 792, where the then Deputy Attorney General of the United 
States said, in part, that 'It has long been the position of the Department 
of Justice that the mere interception of telephone communications is not 
prohibited by Federal law . . . every Attorney General, commencing with 
William D. Mitchell in 1931, has endorsed the desirability and need for 
the use of wire tapping as an investigative technique in certain types of 
cases. " All these facts may be well known to your group, but for some 
reason they often are omitted in public charges that wiretapping by the 
FBI is without lawful basis. Some critics would have the public believe 
that the FBI has acted totally outside the law, when the fact is that we 
simply followed the legal advice given to us by the Attorney General. 
Your group can set the record straight for all to see, and I hope that you 
will do so.

These remarks cover the salient points of our "defense" 
and perhaps not so briefly as either of us might have wished. Obviously 
they do not cover everything. The ingenuity and the tenacity of our 
critics preclude a total answer. Were I to attempt to answer all charges 
I would be debating in this forum or that every day of the year, to the 
neglect of my duties. If I were to attempt to so answer, any critic crould 
make any charge, even one totally fabricated, and force me into a forum 
of his own choosing. The result is that many charges must go unanswered. 
Some are false on their face, some are false by twisted innuendo, and 
some could be proved false only by the use of information which must be 
kept in confidence for legal or investigative reasons. This is not to deny 
that we, and I, have made mistakes. The judges and others sometimes 
have so advised us. We are only human. 

One final thought. No remarks in our "defense" will still 
the voices of the critics, and these are not intended to do so. The critics 
have their rights of free speech under the First Amendment and I am 
sure they will continue to use those rights to the hilt. In at least many 
cases, we are denied an effective answer* As the Supreme Court has 
said so perceptively, "... it is the rare case where the denial overtakes 
the original charge. Denials, retractions, and corrections are not 'hot' 
news* and rarely receive the prominence of the original story. " 
Rosenbloom v. Metromedia, 39 L Ed 2d 296, 813 (1971). I hope that 
in bringing charges against us, if such be the ease, you will bear in mind 
this handicap under which we must labor and bring it to public attention. 
Elementary fairness seems to so require. Moreover, a public official 
such as myself cannot successfully sue for libel or slander, even when 
the charges made against him are totally false, unless he can prove that 
those charges were made with actual malice* This is extremely difficult 
to prove, as anyone familiar with the recent court decisions on libel and 
slander well knows. The result is that in so many cases of criticism my 
only recourse is that of talcing some personal pleasure in knowing that 
the critics have abundantly proven, in the reams and volumes that they 
have published, thatj>ne^>f their principal charges - that I am beyond 
criticism - is totally false.

I suggest that if evidence like that which I have briefly 
described here is fully developed and exposed to public view, the 
ultimate "verdict" must be that the FBI is a lawfully composed and 
operated public agency, staffed by honest and reasonably intelligent 
citizens doing a difficult job in the best way they know how and, more- 
over, doing it quite as well as it could be done by anyone else. While 
it may be quite true that we deserve some criticism, I think we also 
deserve an "acquittal. " I think any deep and fair inquiry will command 
this result, and I remain hopeful of it despite the obviously partisan 
statements made by some of your group in announcing that the inquiry 
would be held.

It is stated that the other way in which information will be presented 
will be through four panels. Each panel will consist of people who have worked^or 
the FBI in different ways. There will be a panel of former Justice Department people 
and either Mr, Wilkins, Mr. Marshall, or Mr. Doar will participate in this panel.

The 11 -18-70 issue of "The New York Times tT reported the forming 
of captioned Committee to be financed by the Woodrow Wilson School of Princeton, 
New Jersey. The Committee was to consist of prominent private citizens who were 
concerned that the Nation has entered what was called "a period of political 
repression. " Former United States Attorney General Ramsey Clark made the 
announcement concerning the Committee and stated that the FBI had failed to maintain 
itself as a "disenthralled seeker of truth tT and had become intolerant of diversity 
within its own ranks. Clark stated,"The FBI for reasons I find unfortunate became 
ideological sometime back and this put a scale over its eyes. fT The article further 
identified the members of the Committee as Roger W. Wilkins, an executive of the 
Ford Foundation; Blair Clark, journalist;! Dr. Robert Coles, psychiatrist; Norman 
Dorsen, general counsel of the American (Civil Liberties Union; Lillian Hellman, 
writer; Burke Marshall, former Assistant United States Attorney General; Robert B. 
Silvers,- editor of the New York Review of Books; Telford Taylor of the Columbia 
University Law School; Jerome Wiesner, (scientist; and Harold Willens, businessman 
and national cochairman of the Business Executives Move for Vietnam Peace. It is 
noted that Willens 1 name is no longer carried on the letterhead of this Committee. 
Thumbnail sketches concerning these individuals are attached (exhibit 3). 

The April 28, 1971, edition of M The Washington Post" contained 
another article concerning captioned Committee and reported that Burke Marshall 
and Roger Wilkins, chairman of the Committee, acknowledged that the work of the 
Committee can be criticized as being stacked against the EBI because most of those 
involved are liberals and Democrats. The article continue^ by stating that according 
to Marshall the Committee would examin^ 1 the FBI documents stolen 3 -8-71 from the 
FBI office at Media, Pennsylvania. Marshall indicated the Committee did not have 
possession of the stolen papers.

The background 
of several of the members of the Committee who have had subversive affiliations 
in the past was discussed with Ichord and jit was pointed out to him that the files 
of his Committee undoubtedly would contain additional information.

In L. B. Nichols to Mr. Tolson memorandum of 8/12/57, it was 
reported that Sidey of "Life" magazine telephoned the Bureau and requested 
the opportunity to come in and discuss with an FBI Official the interlocking 
pattern of then recent Soviet Spy cases investigated by the FBI such as the 
Fuchs, Rosenberg, Soble, and Abel Spy Ring. He was advised that we could 
not be of assistance to him. 



The 4/27/60 issue of the fT New York Mirror" in an article 
entitled "Judge Letts Steps Out of Hoffa Trial, " reported that Federal 
District Judge Letts disqualified hiimself in the trial of James R. Hoffa on 
corruption charges by court -appointed monitors. The chief allegation in 
Hoffa f s affidavit was that Judge Letts had informed Hugh Sidey, a reporter 
on "Time" magazine's Washington staff, that he intended to remove 
Mr. Hoffa trom office. In September, 1964, Sidey called the Bureau to advis 
that he was doing a cover story on former Attorney General Kennedy and 
wanted to speak to Mr. Hoover concerning his, the Director's, appraisal 
of Mr. Kennedy while Attorney General.

I appreciate your reply to my invitation of September 28, 1971, but 
you may have misunderstood the purpose of our October 29th and 30th Conference. 
I apologize if I contributed to that misunderstanding; allow me to clear it up 
and ask you to reconsider your decision. 

Apparently the major factor in the Bureau's decision not to participate 
Us your belief that the Conference and its participants had already prejudged the 
result. This is not the case. We have invited a number of highly respected 
participants and observers to the Conference^. These people, and the organizers 
of the Conference have many differing views Ion the FBI's work and have no vested 
interest in reaching a particular result. ihey are professionals who will bring 
to this study the careful, reasoned analysisi the sponsors will insist on. In 
addition, to assure that our conclusions and suggestions receive a test of public 
scrutiny, we have invited the press and the pub lie to attend the Conference. 

Our invitation was issued in the Spirit of a serious inquiry in which 
a representative of the FBI itself would have much to contribute to an understand- 
ing of the Bureau's operation. The sponsor^ of the Conference do not feel they 
are competent to sit as "judges" of the FBI, and do not intend to do so. 

Rather, the Conference was conceived and planned as a scholarly effort 
to improve our understanding of the functioning of an important American institu- 
tion. We believe this ^effort reflects the Constitutional tradition of private 
citizen participation in the operation of Government and the consideration of 
public questions. We think such an investigation appropriate because in the 
history of the FBI there has never been thisfc kind of thorough examination.

The oversight of federal institutions provided by Congress and the

• . examine in a nonpartisan and objective way the role, structure, and power of 
the FBI in the American society/ 1 This, pf course, is a thinly disguised effort to 
do a Tt hatchet job" on the FBI. (ifffl 

By letter to the Director 9/8/71, Lockard, Chairman of Princeton's Depart- 
ment of Politics, extended an invitation fojr a representative of the FBI to "strongly 
defend the Bureau and its role" during the forthcoming October Conference spon- 
sored by the Committee For Public Justice and the Woodrow Wilson School. In 
response to this letter, the Director wrot6 Lockard 10/7/71, wherein he declined 
the invitation and thoroughly detailed his suspicions of the motivation behind the 
Conference as well as highlighting many Bureau accomplishments for consideration 
by Lockard and any of those participating in the Conference. 

By letter of October 21st, Lockard responded to the Director's letter 
October 7th. Lockard lamented "the Bureau's decision not to participate," noting 
that Mr. Hoover's ". . . belief that the Conference and its participants had already 
prejudged the result," was not the case, "to this the Di^ector-note^^Hpgwash. "

citizens, (4) its budget, (5) enforcement on civil rights laws, and (6) public 
relations. 

Over the years the most vitriolic Criticism of the Bureau has generally 
been confined to those six areas noted in Lockard's letter to the Director, In 
view of the many FBI critics identified as intended participants in the Conference, 
it will come as no surprise that their criticism of the Bureau will largely fall in 
these categories. However, rather than argue endlessly with Lockard, on whom 
we now know our statements have little impact, it is believed that the Bureau's 
interest will be best served with a brief response to Lockard noting that the 
Directors decision with respect to the Conference, is unchanged.

Y/ith regard to our conversation yesterday concerning the 
Princeton affair, I had a check made with a representative number of 
our field divisions concerning press coverage afforded the Conference. 

Our New York City Office advised that on October 30th the 
"New York Times" ran a one and one-third column story on the Conference 
on page 14 and the "Sunday Times" carried only a brief item on page 44. 
The "New York Dsiily News" reported the Conference in some detail on 
October 29th highlighting my letter in defense of the Bureau. On Sunday, 
October 31st, it carried only a brief item on page 45. We found no mention 
of the Conference whatsoever in the "New York Post. " 
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in Chicago the "Tribune" carried articles on October 30, 31, 
and November 1, 1371. The November 1st story was captioned "" 
of FEI Results in a 'Hung' Jury. " The "Chicago Sun-Times" and ' 
•oday" both carried brief stories on October 31st and made no other 
i mention of the Conference. 



In Memphis the "Commercial Appeal" carried items on 
3ctober 27, 29, 30 and Si, 19*?i. Ncne of these items were played 
jrominently. The same paper carried a brief editorial on November 2nd 
vhich indicated the Conference was desirable. Other papers made no 
taentto, of the affajr.

The "Dallas Morning News" on October 29th had an editorial 
captioned "FBI On Trial. This editorial noted that the Conference was 
set up more as an inquisition than an inquiry and goes on to state that 
the Conference, as set up, offered no chance for a fair trial. The 
"Dallas Times Herald" carried only a very brief wire service story on 
October 29th which appeared on page 24 of the paper. 

In Philadelphia the ^Evening Bulletin" had a page -one story 
on October 29th regarding the Conference and also carried stories on 
October 30 and 31, 1971. Tne"jPhiladelphia Inquirer" carried a story 
on October 30th on page 3 and another story on October 31st on page 19. 

Our check in the San Francisco area Indicated that the 
"Oakland Tribune" carried a page 4 story on October 29th which quoted 
extensively from my letter to the Conference and commented regarding 
Congressman Richard H. Ichord's defense of this Bureau. The 
♦ f San Francisco Chronicle" picked upa "Los Angeles Times" story on 
November 1st and carried it on page ii,: while the"{Jan Francisco 
Examiner" made no mention of this Conference in any of its editions 
during the pertinent period. 

In Miami the ''Miami News'' carried no stories regarding the 
Conference, while the "Miami Herald" carried a "Knight" newspaper report 
on October 3 0th and followed this with a brief foUow -up item on October 31st.

A review of this paper disclosed that it deals principally with the 
dissemination of arrest data from Ident files. However, the paper contains 
references to information collected by the FBI beyond arrest data and alludes 
to the dissemination of information to Charles Tillinghast, President of TWA, 
by letter from the Director, concerning a' TWA pilot who was publicly critical 
of the FBI. It also alludes to the forthcoming development of computerized 
criminal histories by NCIC . The paper conveys the idea that the FBI on its own 
has adopted dissemination practices to the detriment of persons seeking employ- 
ment and this may be responsible for rising crime rate. In conclusion, he states 
that the secrecy of thfe^FBI operations surfaced for the first time during the trial 
of the Menard case^, that its promiscuous j data dissemination practices have injured 
millions of people, x that tftese policies may also have been part of the problem of 
crime rather thartpart of what Congress intended as a weapon against crime, and 
if the situation is to get better rather thari worse the Bureau's data dissemination 
policies will havejto remain under close public scrutiny. 



Neier's sources of information include the court records in thlf 
Menard versus Mitchell case which f resulted in the termination of handling non- 
Federal applicant fingerprints, .other court decisions, FBI Uniform Crime Re- 
ports, New York State laws and articles Appearing in the news media. To support 
his statements and conclusions^Neier f hab included in his paper statements of 
error, as well as opinions, without supporting facts.

First, the FBI does 
not receive a fingerprint card for every person arrested. During 1969, criminal 
receipts were less than three million, an<3 of these 75 per cent had prior arrest 
records in FBI files. Second, the recording of appropriate dispositions of arrests 
is the responsibility of the contributing agency and we repeatedly have stressed 
to contributors the need to submit dispositions. The FBI, of course, has no 
possible means of following every local arrest to insure posting of disposition.

The following is an analysis of the paper John Doar 
submitted to "The Committee for Public Justice" at Princeton 
last week. 

- Doar captioned his paper "The Performance of the FBI 
in Investigating Violations of Federal Laws Protecting the 

Right ^to < Vote 1960-1967." If he had wished to use a title 

more ^descriptive of the main theme of his paper , he could have 
called N ;±t "The^ Incredible Talents of John Doar and How He Gave 
Negroes the Right to Vote." 

Doar predicates his paper with the disclaimer that it 
is based HXpon recollection and personal files and written from 
the perspective of the Civil Rights Division. 

In essence, Doar takes the position that after the Jacksdk 
FBI Office was opened the FBI did an outstanding job in Civil 
Rights investigations. However, he revives the time-worn allegation 
that prior to July, 1964 , the Bureau lacked enthusiasm for 
Civil Rights cases and did not perform effectively. He largely 
attributes this to the fact that few Agents were assigned to 
Mississippi prior to July, 1964, and that some of those* were 
working in their home towns far//3?0f~ jjff 

jFor documentation , Doa|^emphasizes that in early voter 
registration investigations affer the passage of the Civil 
Rights "Act of 1960, the Department found it necessary to give 
detailed instructions in their requests for investigations 
and the Bureau limited their investigations to what was* specif ically 
requested by the Department. The facts are that thia v was a 
new and complicated field and it was necessary to tailor the 
investigations to fit the prosecutive theories being developed 
by the Department. The only reasonable procedure was for Departmental] 
requests to be as specific as possible and for our investigations 
to be limited to what the Department request^ed^

Doar also states that although the Bureau photographed 
vast quantities of voter registration records , the Bureau would 
not analyze these records and it was therefore necessary for 
the Department to perforin this work. This is correct. Such 
analyses are not an investigative function and we advised the 
Department at the time that we did not have the manpower to provide 
this type of service. 

Doar also complains that the Voting Rights Act of 1965 
provides for examiners to be furnished by the Civil Service 
Commission instead of the FBI, and therefore, "it was the Civil 
Service Commission, not the FBI, who, if needed, was present 
and protected the right to vote . " 

Dear's conclusions concerning the FBI's performance are 
favorable. He notes it is to the Bureau's credit that it 
made a contribution to the voting cases as "the professional, 
neutral investigator." He also states "But, in evaluating 
the FBI's performance in protecting the right to vote, let us be 
sure we do not transfer our impatience with America itself, onto 

the FBI, simply because of its visibility — or our prejudices 

or because we feel more comfortable criticizing a bureaucracy 
than criticizing ourselves." 

Although we disagree with a number of things Doar says, 
it is felt that it would serve no useful purpose to try to straighten 
Doar out. The initial publicity concerning Doar's comments has 
not been unfavorable, it is dying out, and any statement we might 
make would only dignify Doar's paper and revive public comment.

"UNLAWFUL SCRUTINY" BY C. H. ROLPH 



I Rolph states a belief that policemen need greater powers than 
other citizens and greater protection against the consequences of genuine 
mistake or even stupidity. However, he obviously does not condone even 
statutory authority for police to search a private house without a warrant for 
evidence of drugs. 

Rolph states that there are reasons why an individuate privacy 
must be invaded and he gave as example a man plotting a bombing outrage or 
destruction of the democratic system by way of revolutionary violence. He 
advocates the tapping of telephones and interception of mail if these are used 
in the course of a crime of magnitude or gravity. He points out that in 
England telephone tapping requires a warrant signed by the Home Secretary, 
which is roughly the equivalent to our getting authority from the Attorney 
General. 

I Rolph says that in England thousands of people sincerely believe 

I that their telephones are being tapped by police or security forces; that it is 
' a form of paranoia. He says, however, based on his own knowledge he 
i would be surprised if there were ever more than 20 or 30 such taps. 

Rolph described the work of the various police and security services 
in Britain and roughly compared them to the FBI. In this particular part of 
the document, several pages were missing. He devoted a great deal cf space 
to the matter of private investigators and noted that many of these investigators 
I are former police officers who still maintain contacts with the police and 
utilize them to get information on individuals in an illicit manner. 

References to the FBI 

9 There are not many references to the FBI except in passing or in 

(making comparisons with British equivalents. He states there is no national 
institution like the FBI in England. The nearest thing to an outright criticism 
of the FBI relates to a discussion concerning the early formation of the 
Bureau of Investigation in 1908. He states that the Department of Justice, 
notwithstanding intense opposition , founded the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(sic). He said the FBI came into its own on a wave of hysterical approval 
when the Mann Act was passed in 1919 to deal with commercial prostitution. 
He said that enthusiasm began to die when the FBI began using the Mann Act 
against personal immorality as well as commercialized vice and sent 
i Jack Johnson to the penitentiary.

With reference to the private investigators referred to above, Rolph 
slates that according to Vance Packard's book "The Naked Society, " there 
are about 5, 000 ex-FBI Agents, most belonging to the Society of Former Specfel 
Agents of the FBI, who are among the multitude of American enquiry agents 
(private investigators). He quotes Packard as saying that former Special 
Agents have learned special techniques which enable them to conduct better 
interviews, command more attention and command the truth. 

Conclusion 

Rolph is obviously a civil libertarian whose main concern is 
individual rights and privacy. His analogy between the British system and 
the American is quite tenuous and there is so little applicability to the FBI 
that it is wondered why he was selected to present such a paper. He 
obviously believes in sound law enforcement as evidenced by his assertions 
that police require greater powers than citizens and that the bomber and 
[revolutionary must be stopped. He voices the same concern as the Director 

Ifor strict observance of the law in enforcing the law. Clearly he is not 
aware that the FBI is the very foundation of civil liberties in this country 
or else he would have held us up as a model for all to emulate. 

ACTION:

Bufiles show that Doar was an Assistant Attorney General in 
Charge of the Civil Rights Division from April, 1965, to November, 1967. 
During his tenure in the Department, there were several instances when he 
unjustly accused the Bureau of unnecessary delays and unnecessarily requested 
extremely expeditious handling of matters where such urgency was not indicated. 
Doar has been described as being obnoxious, autocratic and tyrannical and 
one who makes unreasonable demands of subordinates. Doar on occasions 
reportedly has made favorable comments about the Bureau. Landsberg is not 
identifiable in Bufiles.

Iiys significant to note that in the Fall of 1969 representatives of tfte 
National Archives" and Records Service of the General Services Administration did 
an independent axfdit on 6'ur Forms Management Program and found it to be exemplary. 
This is borne out by the^fact^that on October 8, 1969, an official of the'U, S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture informed us that representatives of the National Archives advised 
them that the FBI had one of the best forms management programs in the entire

Turner states "Once accepted, employees must adhere not only to 
Hoover's puritanical behavior codes but to outmoded standards of appearance. " On 
page 23 he indicates that the Director says there are no hippies in the Bureau and 
that the public has an image of what an FBI Agent should look like. Turner states 
that when he was in the Bureau the instructors drummed into them that they must 
dress and act "like young businessmen"; that once he was told to get rid of a brush cut 
and another time he was criticized for wearing a sport coat into the office and on 
occasions was admonished to wear a fedora. He alleges that violators are landed on 
heavily. 

We have always urged our Special Agents to dress in a businesslike 
manner and as young business executives. Our overall aim is to make each Special 
Agent look as well in appearance as is possible and to portray a mature impression 
upon the public. What Turner fails to say is that we have always likewise encouraged 
our Special Agents where necessary to meld in with other individuals when they are , 
assigned to particular duties such as surveillances, undercover assignments, etc.

In discussing espionage investigations and security intelligence 
generally, Turner alleges that in his experience most FBI Agents are not only un- 
suited for counterespionage, they don't incline toward it. He alleges that the Bureau 
made its mark early in criminal detection, and the agency's recruiting and training 
programs are heavily loaded in that direction. He alleges that the Director would not

It is true that the FBI made its early name in criminal investigations 
and naturally our recruiting over the years and our training programs were aimed 
in that direction. However, through experience we have found that many of the basic 
fundamentals of investigative techniques and interviewing techniques in criminal 
matters make an excellent foundation for the espionage or intelligence investigator. 

(Therefore, Special Agents who are to handfce espionage and intelligence -type 
investigations are carefully selected from criminal investigators and given special 
training in the fields espionage and intelligence matters. What Turner does not say 
is this training is a continuing program as long as any Agent is in the FBI. In 

I reviewing Turner's statements he leads one to believe that unorthodox, semi- 
Bohemian and longhaired individuals make the best counterintelligence Agent. We

have no proof of this statement and disagree. We rely upon the individual's ability 
as an investigator and his knowledge concerning these matters.

Turner talks of the relationship between the Bureau and local police 
and brings up the age-old statement of a "one-way street" with respect to this matter.

Turner refers to the White House meeting of police officials held in 
| June, 19571, concerning the attacks on police officers, stating that the Director was 
I in charge of the guest list. He points out that neither Quinn Tamm, Executive 
I Director of IACP and Patrick V. Murphy, New York City Police Commissioner, were 
I invited since they were both longtime adversaries of the Director. 

I What Turner does not say is this meeting was called as a result of a 
conference by President Nixon, Attorney General Mitchell and the Director, the guest 
list gone over by these individuals and they were in agreement as to who would be 
I invited.

Turner alleges that the Bureau's domineering attitude is epitomized 
in its involvement with the IACP. He further states in 1948, the then Assistant 
Director Hugh N. Clegg told an IACP convention that the ideal police chief was a man 
"who cooperates with the FBI in such a generous manner that he has earned our 
undying gratitude. " He states that Clegg said such a chief sends his fingerprints 
to the FBI, sends his laboratory problems to the FBI and has his men trained by 
^he FBI. 

It is true that former Assistant Director Hugh $k Clegg before the 
IACP convention in 1948 said exactly what Turner claims. But what Turner does 
not say is that this was a talk given by Mr. Clegg on his definition of a chief of police 
and in the initial paragraph of his remarks he stated "These words of appreciation 
I have been asked to deliver to you from the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Honorable J. Edgar Hoover. He thanks you for your unstinted, 
friendly and efficient cooperation with the various Special Agents of the FBI. " Then 
Mr. Clegg went on to give his definition of a police chief pointing out that he is a 

1 community leader, his battle never ends, his enemies are the enemies of America, 
etc. " Once again, what Turner has done here is take completely out of context a 
remark from a statement which clearly praises the police chiefs of this country.

Turner alleges that the Director contacted the IACP Board of Governors 
and sought Quinn Tamm r s ouster, but the Board instead delivered an overwhelming 
jvote of confidence in its Executive Director. 

The truth is that the Director has always urged the Board of Officers 

(to run IACP and maintains that the President of IACP should be the spokesman of 
that organization. The Director did not contact the Board of Officers of IACP to 
seek Tamm's ouster as Executive Director from that organization.

Turner states that the second step toward liberation, referring to IACP, 
from the Bureau was the hiring of Quinn Tamm who in 1962 asserted that the IACP 
President "must be the spokesman for law enforcement in this country. " Eventually

under the 1967 Law Enforcement Assistance Act. He alleges that the FBI lobbied to 
make its training a condition precedent for any department to obtain funding. He then 
alleged that Tamm fought the FBI position and was backed by former Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark. Both Tamm and Clark warned that centralizing police training with 
the FBI might well set the stage for a national police. 

Turner alleges that the Bureau has gone ahead with grandiose plans 
for police training, among them a tenfold expansion of the FBI National Academy to 
accommodate 2, 000 officers a year, noting that graduates of the Academy are 
expected to act as FBI pipelines into their departments and the Director's influence 
over the police will be increased exponentially. 

First of all, Turner undoubtedly is referring to the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968 (Public Law 90-351). This law, based upon 
hearings held by the Senate Subcommittee headed by Senator John McClellan, 
Democrat of Arkansas, increased the number of attendees at the FBI National Academj 
when the new Academy was completed from 200 local law enforcement officers a year 
to 2,000 plus 1,000 local law enforcement officers attending specialized training 
programs. As you will recall we initially, under Section 404 of the Omnibus Crime 
Bill, had planned to increase the National Academy from 200 to 1, 200 annually; 
however, at the request of the Senate Subcommittee, this number was elevated from 
1, 200 to 2,000 National Academy students annually. In addition^ this Act provided 
for additional funds for the Bureau to increase and intensify its Field Police Training 
Program. There is no provision in this Act making FBI training a condition precedent| 
for any department to obtain funding. To our knowledge, this point was never brought 
up, and had it been introduced, it would have been vigorously opposed by the Bureau. 
As to a national police, Turner fails to state that the Director for years has always 
and vigorously opposed a national police force of any type whatsoever. Turner fails 
to point out the good things. He does not tell that over 28% of the graduates of the 
|FBI National Academy are heads of their agencies today and over the years our Field 
olice Training Program, at the request of local departments, has increased by 
eaps and bounds.

Mr. William 0/ Bittaan, former Department Attorney 
who is now associated with the law firm of Began and Harts on, 
Washington* §. C7 f attended the Committee for Public Justice 
Conference on the FBI held October 29 and 30, 1971, at 
Princeton University , Jfew Jersey. He confidentially advised 
a representative of this Bureau that the presentations made 
on Friday, October 29, 1971, which lasted until 10:00 P*M. 
were simply outrageous in that they consisted of the 
presentation of papers whose authors had £ long history of 
writing bitter denunciations of the FBI, He said he was 
convinced that even Br. Burke Marshall, a member of the 
Executive Council of this Committee and former Assistant 
Attorney General of the Civil Eights Division, was embarrassed 
by these presentations and considerably concerned that the 
conference would lack objectivity *nd be only a "hatchet job" 
on the FBI. According to Mr. Bittman, the presentations on that 
day were a complete discredit to the conference* 

Mr. Bittman reported that most of the papers presented 
on Saturday, October 30, 1971, and saich of the discussion that 
day were in a more conservative vein and even various professors 
with liberal tendencies raised questions which appeared to 
attempt to reach the purported purpose of the conference, 
namely, to understand the structure of the FBI and its role 
fcnd power in the American Society* 

Mr. Bittman advised that most of the papers presented 
were not of a scholarly type except for a few* which had to do 
with the collection of intelligence data* Discussions brought 
cozfi»ents from left-wing attorneys and professors, indicating

!>was simply outrageous. It consisted of the presentation of 
papers whose authors had a long history of writing bitter 
denunciations of the FBI and the Director. He said he was 
convinced that even Burke Marshall was embarrassed and 
considerably concerned that the conference would lack 
objectivity and be only a "hatchet job" on the FBI. He said 
[that the presentations on that day were a complete discredit 
ito the conference. 






He said that most of 4e papers presented on Saturday 
and much of the discussion were in a much more conservative vein 
and even various professors with more liberal tendencies raised 
questions which appeared to attempt to reach the purported 
purpose of the conference, J^..e. , to understand the structure 
of the FBI and its role anl^ower in the American society.

Bittman said that very few of the papers were at a 
scholarly. The best papers dealt with the collection of 
intelligence data. Discussions brought comments from left- 
wing attorneys and professors indicating that it was proper 
for the FBI to look into the activities of the John Birch Society 
and KKK activities but that inquiries into the ac t iTri^t pi^ s^Qi^ crr^a 
left-wing groups, even if violent, were purely political

He said the conference was lacking in balance and this was a 
discredit to the conference. The fact that many of the 
authors of the various papers had a record of a biased anti-FBI 
view ftas a clear indication as to what the conference would be. 
He said another tip-off was the fact that the FBI was not 
invited to attend until just a few weeks before the conference 
would indicate it was desired that they not attend or not be 

(prepared. He said he thought that the FBI should have been 
furnished copies of the various papers so the FBI could have 
prepared responses thereto or the FBI should have been furnished 
the subject matters of the various papers so it would have 
a prepared papers on the same subject matters if it so desired .

In summing up at the end and in 
an apparent attempt to show that the conference was constructive , 
the monitor merely indicated that it would be beneficial if some 
type of review board could examine or oversee the operations 
of the FBI. J 




Bittman advised that he received a call from 
William Hutidley, forager Chief of the Organized. jCrime Section, Jj^t 
JyO^e Department "of Justice (whoTLs no friend of the FBI) J 
and Hundley was furious and indicated he was considering 
suing the "Washington Post" for libel in view of the 
article (attached) appearing in the 10/31/71, issue of the 
"Washington Post." This attributed to Hundley a statement that he 
heftieved the FBI was lax in investigating organized crime 
because many Congressmen had connections with the mafia. 
Bittman said that actually Hundley did not make this statement; 
that it was made by Bernard Fensterwald f former counsel 
to the Administrative Practices Subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee , along with other statements critical of 
the Director and the FBI claiming that he was told such 
statements by former Senator Kefauver (deceased) .

Roosevelt. He was sentenced to death but at the inter- 
cession of the Director of the FBI, his sentence was 
commuted to 30 years imprisonment. 

On April 6, 1948, Dasch was deported from the 
United States to the American zone of Germany and upon his 
arrival the unexecuted portion of his sentence was suspended 
upon such conditions with respect to travel, employment 
and other activities as the military Theatre Commander 
might require. This action was taken by order of the 
President, Harry Truman, on the recommendation of Attorney

Dasch was released by the Attorney General into 
Army Custody and the FBI at no time during this transaction 
was responsible for Dasch. 

With regard to the Newsweek allegation, Turner 
may be referring to the article in the 11/12/45 issue of 
Newsweek. In a letter dated 11/15/45 to the Reverend H. 
McAllister Griffith, General Secretary of the American 
Council of Christian Churches, the Director stated "...the 
Newsweek story of the eight saboteurs, while substantially 
correct does not tell the whole story. In this connection, 
I am enclosing a copy of a statement that was issued by the 
Attorney General on the day preceding the appearance of 
Newsweek on the stands. Unfortunately, the story in 
Newsweek had not been officially approved and was based 
upon a summary of the transcript/' The complete transcript 
was made available to the news media by the Department but 
the Newsweek article was based upon a summary which was 
incomplete. We have no information that Newsweek rewrote 
the article to conform to any " fiction.' 1 

ALLEGATION : 

"With the wartime Office of Strategic Services (OSS) 
disbanded, there was a vacuum. But President Harry Truman, 
evidently chary of Hoover's blatant ambitions, established 
, the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) instead. The FBI 
[was delimited to counterespionage within the United States."

I The Director at no time expressed an ambition 
to assume world-wide intelligence collection responsibility.

"The courier, Harry Gold, had been hailed before 
a Federal Grand Jury in 1947 and had admitted being on 
the fringe of espionage, yet we are regaled with details 
of FBI doggedness in checking long lists of chemists to 
I identify him." 

OBSERVATION : 

j| This statement is typical of the half-truths 
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and inaccuracies in Turner's writing. Gold first 
came to the attention of the FBI in 1947 in the investi- 
gation of Abraham Brothman. Brothman implicated Gold 
as an individual to whom he had turned over blueprints* 
Gold was interviewed and claimed that he was to evaluate 
chemical soundness of process concerning which Brothman 
had information. Gold denied any espionage. On 
7/31/47 Gold testified before a special Federal Grand 
Jury in New York which had been called for the purpose of 
considering various espionage allegations made by 
Elizabeth Bentley who had been involved in Soviet Espionage 
with Jacob Golos.

(The Rosenbergs were not interviewed prior to 
their arrest. However, Rosenberg was fired from his War 
Department job after a military investigation predicated 
on information developed by the FBI that he was a 
Communist Party member. 

ALLEGATION ; 

1 "The Bureau had previously questioned some- 
J time friends of the Rosenbergs % Morris and Lona Cohen. As 
lit turned out, the Cohens:; were the real professionals, but 
|the FBI did not recognize the fact." (34) 

OBSERVATION ; 

W This statement i£ false. We have never interviewed 

lithe Cohens^

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ALLEGATION : 

"Conon r Molody, alias Gordon Lonsdale. . .had 
operated undetected in the United States from 1950 to 
1955. His superior: the vaunted Colonel Rudolph I. 
| Abel..." (34) 

OBSERVATION : 

Our investigation reported that while Molody 
was building up his identity as Lonsdale, herappeax^ed in 
Canada in 1954, He left Canada in February of 1955, 
entered the U. S. and stayed in New York for a few days 
until he left for England March 3, 1955. He had been 
in the U. S. while a young boy and lived with an aunt 
in San Francisco from 1933 to 1938, when he returned to 
the USSR at the age of 16.

H. Montgomery Hyde, a former British Intelligence 
officer is cited as being critical of the FBI's ability to 
handle double agents, in Hyde's book, "Room 3603." (37) 
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OBSERVATION : 

Hyde refers to a Yugoslav (code name "Tricycle") 
operated by the British as a double agent against the 
Germans* Tricycle was sent to the United States and the 
FBI took over his operation* He broadcast his identity 
as a British agent throughout the Waldorf Astoria Hotel 
in New York, made exhorbitant demands for money, and fur- 
nished no worthwhile information regarding German intel- 
ligence* He was turned back to the British for use in 
Europe* 

Turner's citation of Hyde is slightly out of con- 
text, because Hyde, himself, cites our handling of the 
double agent, William Sebold, as an outstanding success* ft/) 

The balance of this article is replete with 
scurrilous expressions of opinion on the part of Turner

Congressman John Hunt (R-New Jersey) is a former New Jersey 
state policeman and a graduate of the FBI National Academy. While his district 
does not encompass Princeton, New Jersey, it is very^near to it. With this 
in mind, Inspector Bowers called on Congressman Hunt on 10-28-71 and 
briefed the Congressman concerning captioned organization and its planned 
conference at Princeton University on October 29 and 30, 1971. He was also 
furnished copies of the columns by William Buckley, Robert Allen, and Alice 
Widener. The Congressman stated that he was aware of this conference and 
was most appreciative of the information furnished. He said he intended to 
look into the activities of the group and in all probability would have something 
to say about the event in the not too distant future. 

'On 11-2-71 Congressman Hunt contacted Inspector Bowers and 
asked him to stop by his office at 4 p. m. Present in the Congressman's office

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to participate more time to do necessary research and prepare appropriate 
remarks. It was indicated that several other Congressmen will be invited to 
participate. Among those named were Congressman Harold Collier (R- Illinois); 
Congressman William Dickinson (R- Alabama); Congressman Richard Ichord 
(D- Missouri); Congressman John Ashbrook (R-Ohio); and Congressman Joe 
Waggonner (D- Louisiana). Mr. Bellis indicated that Frank Carrington and 
Dick Wright, who had attended the conference representing Americans For 
Effective Law Enforcement, also would meet with the group later this week to 
brief them and furnish them more details concerning specific events at the 
conference. 



Following the meeting, Congressman Hunt asked Bowers if the FBI 
could furnish them public source information concerning various individuals 
participating in the conference. He asked that this material be furnished to 
his bffice and he in turn would see that it gets to the appropriate, people without 
the FBI being identified with it. Appropriate public source information is being 
furnished to the Congressman as requested.

Mr. KOCH. Mr, Speaker, this Thurs- 
day I will he conducting a town halt 
meeting for my constituents on the sub- 
ject of a practical way to combat urban 
crime. Everyone ^iin New York City is 
alarmed by the Continuing increase in 
street crime. We $re all afraid and frus- 
trated, afraid that we or our neighbors 
will become victims and frustrated by 
the apparent inability to do anything 
about it.

Mr. GOLDWATER. Mr. Speaker, the 
much ballyhooed conference by the 
Committee for Public Justice concerning 
the FBI produced about as much real 
substance as the typical Halloween gob- 
lins so prevalent around the Nation at 
the end of October each year. As pre- 
dicted, a group of professional critics of 
law enforcement in general and the FBI 
in particular met with some disgruntled 
former FBI employees £nd some noted 
apologists for criminals and radicals and 
spent 2 days at Princeton University 
talking to each other about the great 
horror personified by the FBI, 

I think it is extremely fitting that this 
conference was scheduled for Halloween 
weekend. Its producers and participants 
hoped to picture the FBI as the greatest 
of specters threatening all aspects of life 
in our Nation. But the charges raised, and 
particularly the support of these charges, 
had less substance than the mythical 



witches and goblins whi<;h are supposed 
operation "by" the" Bank-^thune Street . to abound during this period, So flimsy 
Block Association in Greenwich Village. are the accusations that they hardly veil 



The experience of the Bank and Bethune 
Street residents has been noteworthy. 
One criminal has actually been appre- 
hended by the residents themselves and 
several other potential crimes have been 
aborted. Most remarkable of all, the 
Bank-Bethune Street Block Association 
has not had a single false alarm since 
July. On one night 1 , when the whistles 
blew on Bethune Street about 100 resi- 
dents poured out onto the street, over- 
coats covering their! pajamas, to chase 
off a potential robber. 

The shrill din of many whistles going 
off to alert neighbors to potential crime 
is probably by itself enough to scare off 
most criminals. Sugh reaction is also 
likely to deter further crimes in the area 
once it is known that the residents are 
alert and prepared to act on a prear- 
ranged system of signaling each other. 
The sense of community solidarity that 
develops in an area where citizens join 
together in an effor$ to protect others 
as well as themselves; and a close work* 
ing relationship with the local precinct 
are other benefits of tjhis plan which aids 
residents and merchants alike. 

The Bank-Bethune, Street Block Asso- 
ciation purchased a large quantity of, 
whistles and distributes them through a 
local shop at cost. I would encourage 
other groups of citizens to form biock 
associations or use existing associations 
to purchase whistles for self -protection. 
Frustration and fear need not be our 



the FBI's long record of protecting this 
Nation from crime and subversion and 
preserving the individual rights of law- 
abiding citizens. 

If anyone needs proof ttiat the confer- 
ence failed in its aim to discredit the 
FBI, they need only look to the pages of 
certain Eastern newspapers which glory 
in any anti-FBI statement which they 
adorn with large headlines. Even these 
papers devoted very little space to the 
warmed-over charges which have been 
repeated with such frequency by the anti- 
FBI professionals that they have become 
more than just boring. 

In reading the various news reports 
about this conference, I did note one in- 
teresting f act^— a fact which I feel is very 
revealing of the character of many of the 
participants in the conference sponsored 
by the Committee for Public Justice. This 
fact concerns the assertion by Harvard 
Law School Prof. Vern Countryman that 
he prefers bombings to the use of in- 
formants. Professor Countryman was 
asked if he would y ratber have people 
killed in a bombing than to have the 
FBI use informants in so-called political 
groups. The professor re; ponded: 

There are worse things than having some 
person killed — (for example) having a whole 
society intimidated. 

The ludicrous nature of Professor 
Countryman's statement is illustrated by 
the fact that he made it. Obviously he is 
not intimidated nor are the Jerry Ru- 
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Mark Rudds, William Kuns tiers, 
le Davis es, and numerous others of 
this ilk who have traveled this great 
country exhorting revolution. The in- 
human character of his statement needs 
no comment. 

There is one other point which came 
out of the news reports of this conference 
which I think deserves mentioning. This 
concerns the assertion by Yale Law 
School Prof. Thomas I. Emerson that po- 
litical ideology was far in the background 
in the case of the Ku Klux Klan where 
the immediate problem was crime and 
terror. But Professor Emerson evidently 
takes an entirely different view where the 
Black Panther Party is concerned, ap- 
parently seeing no crime and terror in- 
volved in the many attacks on law en- 
forcement agencies with which this 
group has been identified. Can there be 
any doubt whatever of the prejudices of 
such a person? 

The Princeton conference concluded 
by issuing an appeal for Congress to con- 
vene a national commission of inquiry 
to check the operations of the FBI. I see 
no need whatever for such a commission. 
The President, the Attorney General, the 
courts, other law enforcement agencies, 
the news media, and the general public 
daily are judging the activities of the 
FBI, and it is my belief that each of these 
groups and individuals continues to give 
this organization very high marks. I 
might add that it has been my experi- 
ence that so-called commissions usually 
are an exercise in futility — they produce 
long-winded reports with high-sounding 
recommendations of very little practi- 
cality. I see no reason for this country 
wasting taxpayers' money to comply with 
the prejudiced desires of a few very prej- 
udiced individuals. 

Mr. Speaker, it was widely reported 
prior to the convening of this conference 
at Princeton University on October 29, 
1971, that FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
had declined an invitation for FBI par- 
ticipation. Typical of the items written in 
this regard is one which appeared in the 
San Diego Union of October 24, 1971. Mr. 
Speaker, I would like to include this ar- 
ticle at the conclusion of my remarks. 

Mr. Speaker, I think it would be bene- 
ficial to all of us in this body to read the 
letter which Mr. Hoover wrote to the 
chairman of the conference, Duane Lock- 
hard, declining his invitation to partici- 
pate In the conference. Excerpts from 
this letter have been published, but I 
believe we need the benefit of the entire 
letter. I ask that this be published imme- 
diately following the aforementioned 
newspaper article.

Washington. — FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver says he welcomes public discussions, such 
as an "Inquiry** at Princeton University Into 
the activities of his organization next week- 
end. 

Hoover is polite- 

The Princeton deck is stacked against the 
FBI, and one of the principal reasons for 
this is Ramsey Clark, former attorney gen- 
oral and a Hoover critic. 

The conference at Princeton appears to 
be the climax of an increasingly bitter "lib- 
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eral-intellectual campaign against 
director and the FBI. It could be a 
niflcant meeting m light of Washington 
rumors that Hoover, 76, is contemplating re- 
tirement, perhaps on his next birthday Jan. 
1. Reports have it that he would remain on 
the scene, however, as a consultant. 

Although he raised no objection to the 
Princeton study , Hoover declined an invita- 
tion to attend or to send an FBI representa- 
tive. 

FBI'S REFUSAL EXPLAINED 

Any FBI official, he said, would he caught 
"in the role of defendant before even the 
first tact Is brought out, and condemned by 
the Judges before the trial begins." 

In a letter to I>uane Lockhard. chairman 
of Princeton's politics department and chair- 
man of the conference, Hoover said the ulti- 
mate verdict of a fair public scrutiny "must 
be that the FBI is a lawfully composed and 
operated public agency, staffed by honest and 
reasonably intelligent citizens doing a dim- 
cult job in the best way they know how, 
and, moreover, doing it quite as well as it 
could be done by anyone else." 

"While It may be quite true that we de-^ 
serve some criticism," he wrote, "I think we 
also deserve an 'acquittal.* " 

The "inquiry" at Princeton, scheduled 
Friday and Saturday, is sponsored by the 
"Committee of Public Justice," an orga- 
nization announced a year ago by Clark. 

Its goal, he said, is to analyze the "role 
of the FBI In American life/' 

The bureau Is braced for some strong 
criticism. The committee, a New York orga- 
nization, Is sprinkled with the names of lib- 
erals and Kennedy-era figures whose djstasfce 
for Hoover and his bureau is docu- 
mented, 

HoovEa carriers RAMrzy 

The committee came to publin attest? on 
last November at a press confers a c* held b* 
Clark, a man Hoover has called ."-tha \^r.stoi 
18 U,S. attorneys general he has ftcrvea Kn+ 
der, "a Jellyfish," 

Clark said the committee is concerned with 
"political repression" and charged the FBI 
with "a lack of objectivity." It gave undue 
Investigative attention to the Communist 
party and the Black Panthers, he said. 

Five months later the committee an- 
nounced its inquiry of the FBI in concert 
with the Woodrow Wilson School of Prince- 
ton University, 

Burke Marshall, deputy dean of Yale Law 
School and former assistant attorney general 
in the Kennedy Administration, together 
with Roger Wilklns, another Kennedylte and 
former Justice Department employe, denied 
to reporters that the committee is out to 
"get" the FBI. He acknowledged, however, 
that most of its members and the conference 
panelists are critics of the bureau. - 

Marshall also has acknowledged that the 
study will include an examination of docu- 
ments stolen in the burglary of an FBI office 
at Media, Pa. These documents have been 
distributed to FBr and Nixon administration 
critics.

Dear Mr. Lockard: Thank you for your 
letter of September 28, 1971, extending to me 
an invitation for a representative of the FBI 
to "strongly defend the Bureau and its role 1 ' 
during the forthcoming October conference 
which will, in your words, focus "primarily 
on the Federal Bureau of Investigation," We 
were aware of the plans for the conference, 
having read the announcements in the press, 
and some related remarks, critical of the 
FBI, attributed tp persons who apparently 
will be among the "Judges" hearing this case. 
For example, the press reported, and at- 
tributed to persons who appeared to be both 
spokesmen for your group and "judges" at 
the inquiry, that "... the study could be 
criticized as being stacked against the FBI/' 
that the FBI is not a "disenthralled seeker 
of truth/' and that '*the FBI for reasons I 
find unfortunate became ideological some 
time back and this put a scale over its eyes." 

While I should like to believe that the cor- 
relation between your own words casting us 
in the role of a defendant, and the critical 
remarks made by some of the "Judges" be- 
fore the fact-finding inquiry had even begun 
is one of pure coincidence only, you will un- 
derstand from that coincidence why I im- 
mediately recalled with some amusement the 
story of the frontier Judge who said he would 
first give the defendant » fair trial and then 
hang him. 

We acknowledge and appreciate your in- 
vitation to "defend/* but we are declining in 
view of our serious doubt that any worth- 
while purpose could be served by an FBI rep- 
resentative attending an Inquiry casting him 
in the role of defendant before even the first 
fact is brought out, and condemned by the 
"judges" before trial begins. It simply is ask- 
ing too much that any FBI representative ap- 
pear personally under those circumstances. 
For that reason J a ball try to explain briefly 
in this letter some of the facts of the FBI 
"defense," hoping that they will be con- 
sidered material during the deliberations of 
your group and in any public reports which 
you may issue later. 

Basically, our position is that the FBI need 
tailor no special "defense" of its own for this 
occasion. The basic facts on how the FBI Is 
organised and how it discharges its duties 
have been so well known for so long, and to 
so many responsible persona, that they are 
obvious to all except those who are so blind 
that they do not wish to see. 

The duties assigned to us seem as good a 
place as any to start. We are well aware that 
some complain of these claiming infringe- 
ment on what they contend to be their rights 
and liberties. There are bank robbers who be- 
lieve that we should not investigate bank rob- 
beries, and thieves and others charged with 
crimes after investigation who condemn us 
in court and out. More recently there are 
those -who bomb, riot, and destroy both 
human life and property for what they 
claim to be more sophisticated reasons and 
who resent our investigations as an Intrusion 
into what they esteem to be matters of their 
own conscience only. We frequently are the 
targets of personal abuse, of the most vile 
invectives at the command of both the 
totalitarian right and the totalitarian left. 
Yet, neither these nor those who appear to 
sympathize with them seem willing to pub- 
licly admit the basic and obvious fact that 



^Bnvestlgative duties are not of our own 
cSRslng. They were delivered to us, with 
the requirement that we take all necessary 
action, by laws passed by the Congress and 
by rules and regulations laid down by trie 
President and the Attorney General. We are 
forever in the uneviabie position of the 
policeman being assaulted by the mob. He 
neither enacts the law nor judges the legality 
of it, but it usually is he« and he alone, who 
must dodge the brickbats hurled by those 
protesting against It. Any genuine fact-find- 
ing inquiry concerning the FBI will admit 
and underscore these facts. 

In performing the duties assigned to us, we 
are not at ail a law unto ourselves as some of 
our critics would have the American" people 
believe. There are many who monitor us in 
some way or other; they are a system of 
checks and balances on the manner in which 
we perform our duties. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are interested in how we work, 
They are free to express their interest and 
they often do so, individually or collectively. 
We must investigate our cases to the satisfac- 
tion of the Department of Justice, and within 
the context of such rules as it lays down for 
us. Our work must satisfy the United States 
Attorney, who makes an independent deci- 
sion on whether the case we bring before him 
will or will not be prosecuted. The United 
States Magistrate exercises a supervisory au- 
thority to accept or reject the adequacy of 
our reasons shown for asking for an arrest 
warrant or a search warrant. Our cases which 
pass the Inspection of our monitors up to 
this point then go before the Federal courts 
In the uncounted thousands. I am sure you 
will agree that our work is carefully evaluated 
in those forums. 

In sum, we say that there are many who 
exercise some official vigilance over the man- 
ner in which the FBI performs its duties, 
that they are to be found in each of the 
three branches of Government, and that our 
performance has won the approval of the 
great majority of them. If your group doubts 
that the FBI has performed so well, we sug- 
gest a fact-finding poll of all living Presi- 
dents, Attorneys General, United States Sen- 
ators, United States Representatives, United 
States Attorneys, United States Magistrates 
(and former Commissioners), and Federal 
Judges, with all questions and all answers 
spread upon the public record so that the 
people of this nation might see for them- 
selves. Perhaps we are mistaken* but we do 
believe that If this were done the "defense" 
of the FBI would be made by others highly 
qualified, and that it would be one on which 
we could rest our case, 

If it be thought inappropriate to ques- 
tion some, such as the Federal Judges, be- 
cause they must remain impartial at all 
times, your group could accomplish the same 
fact-finding results by conducting a review 
of all reported Federal court decisions in 
cases investigated by the FBI during the 
past decade, or as far beyond that as you 
wish to go to make certain that your study 
has the necessary depth. You can list and 
cite for public view all such decisions, calling 
particular attention to those in which the 
courts have disapproved our action, and 
showing of the percentage of those cases 
against the total of all that we have brought 
to the courts. I assume here that you would 
also call public attention to those decisions 
in which the courts have spoken weJl of FBI 
work. Further, we suggest that you consider, 
and report on, the Miranda Rule, the Mai- 
lory Rule, the Jencks Rule, the rule on fair 
lineups, the arrest and search and seizure 
requirements of the Fourth Amendment, and 
ail the many other rules laid down for con- 
trol of the Special Agent or other law en- 
forcement officers investigating a criminal 
case. You will find that we have set an ex- 
cellent record for 'obedience to them. With 
relatively few exceptions our work has met 
with the approval of the Federal Judges. The 
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few exceptions concern us for we- know 
law enforcement, dealing, constantly 
those human rights held most sacred, theo- 
retically has no tolerance- for error; We 
know, of course, that we do err, but It Is our 
request that the error be viewed In context 
and that we be granted the same toler- 
ance extended to others for an occasional 
mistake. 

We venture to suggest one condition which 
should be set on such polls. If one person In 
a group is to be polled, all should be polled 
and all should be reported openly and com- 
pletely. Honest fact-finding admits of noth- 
ing less. If the FBI, Investigating a crimi- 
nal case, were to bring a witness against the 
accused and in any manner deliberately hide 
the many who would testify In his favor, you 
would be outraged and Justifiably so. We 
would feel a sense of outrage at similar con- 
duct directed against us. The technique of 
making one dissenter appear to be repre- 
sentative of a large group which, in fact, is 
not in agreement with him is a technique of 
deception and one which any court of in- 
quiry ought to abhor, 

I have been speaking of the fact that we 
try hard to merit the approval of the many 
who officially monitor our work, and appar- 
ently with a reasonable degree of success. We 
do more than that; we try to improve the irp- 
vestlgatory process in those areas In which 
we are allowed some discretion. Examples of 
our Innovation In this direction are in the 
public record and should he among the facts 
of official interest to your group- I shall call 
a few to your attention. 

For centuries the common law which we 
brought with us from England has held that 
an officer lawfully may shoot a fleeing felon 
to prevent his escape. We found that power 
unnecessary for our particular purposes, and 
rejected it. The FBI rule now is, and long 
has been that a Special Agent or other FBI 
officer may shoot only in self-defense or the 
, defense of others. If the observance of this 
rule allows a fleeing felon to escape, we hope- 
fully will apprehend him another day. The 
rule innovated by the FBI, on its own initia- 
tive, raises the sanctity of a human life a 
notch above that required by the law. We 
consider this to be significant and hope that 
you agree. 

We have innovated Improvements in other 
areas. During the past deoade, Presidents, 
Governors, Attorneys General, legislators, 
and others have emphasized the need for 
police training and education. The FBI saw 
that need a long time ago. Our FBI National 
Academy, a 12-week course for selected police 
officers from states, counties » and olties, and 
some from friendly foreign nations, opened 
In 1935 and has been in continuous operation 
since that time. It Is now being substantially 
expanded. More than 5,000 officers have re- 
ceived this instruction and we have been led 
to believe that at least the great majority 
consider it a contribution to better law en- 
forcement. 

In a quite different area, the FBI Labora- 
tory has Innovated for more effective and 
humanitarian law enforcement. During re- 
cent years, the Supreme Court and the lower 
courts have emphasized the humanitarian 
approach toward proving criminal cases more 
by physical evidence and less by confessions 
taken from the accused. We like to believe 
that they have done so on learning that the 
FBI Laboratory, established in proved 
that in many cases It can be done. Scientific 
examination of evidence leads to proof of 
guilt or innocence quite independent of any- 
thing said by the accused. We are as proud 
of the cases showing innocence as of those 
showing guilt and have not been reluctant to 
say so. That fact should be of interest to your 
group, for it, Is another example of profes- 
sional and humanitarian law enforcement at 
its best. 

Possibly even more important, we have in- 
novated our own rules to better protect the 



constitutional rights of the accused. I am 
sure that at least most of those who attend 
your conference hailed as a great step for- 
ward the decision of the Supreme Court In 
the Miranda case which, briefly stated, grants 
the accused In custody a tight to say noth- 
ing and a right to a lawyer. Do they know, 
also, that for decades prior to the Supreme 
Court edict in Miranda, all Special Agents of 
the FBI were, by our own house rule, over 
and above the requirements of the courts, 
advising criminal subjects of those same 
rights? The Supreme Court willing took cog- 
nizance of that fact In the text of the 
Miranda decision In remarks quite laudatory 
of the FBI. Please note those remarks in 
Miranda v. Arizona, 384 UJS. 436, at 483 
(1966), where the Court, speaking through 
Chief Justice Warren, stated, in part, that 
"Over the years the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has compiled an exemplary record 
of effective law enforcement. . , I suggest 
that- no f act-nnding investigation of the FBI 
would be complete without calling public 
attention to those words of the Supreme 
Court. 

We have innovated other rules which 
should commend themselves to you. For ex- 
ample, in recent years the Supreme Court 
has strongly emphasised the desirability of 
making arrests and searches by warrant, a 
protection for the citizen (and the officer) 
against overreaching by the officer whether 
by honest mistake or otherwise. That rule 
has been the FBI rule and practice for dec- 
ades. 

In short, we in the FBI have ourselves 
innovated on our own initiative, above and 
beyond the legal and administrative require- 
ments laid down upon us, rules and practices 
designed for more lawful and humanitarian 
enforcement of the criminal law. This is a 
part of our "defense" and we hope that your 
group will consider It a fact worthy of being 
brought to public attention . 

To do the work of the FBI we have assem- 
bled a staff which I believe is so capable that 
any oeep and fair fact-finding study will find 
it to be one of outstanding honesty and 
ability. We have sought to develop and en- 
force work rules to guarantee the taxpayer 
a day's work, and even a little more, for a 
day's pay. We have tried to keep our em- 
ployees iree of the corrosive influence of 
bribery which sometimes has weakened an 
otherwise honest and effective law enforce- 
ment agency. We have admittedly demanded 
of FBI employees a standard of morality 
which could be approved by the majority 
of the American people. On a few occasions 
we have been told by those who officially 
monitor us that we have been too strict, but 
I submit to public judgment the view that 
In a law enforcement agency, a tax-supported 
Institution, If there is to be error It should be 
on the side of being too strict rather than 
being too loose. 

It is precisely in this area of employee 
relations that we have had a few of our 
most vocal critics. I think it inevitable in any 
large organization; some wtll disagree with 
the rules and some will dl£Obey them. Yet, 
In our view, discipline is an absolute neces- 
sity. An undisciplined lew enforcement 
agency Is a menace to society. And discipline, 
I should add, must have many facets, not the 
least of which is to curb trie enthusiasm of 
an overzealous Special Agent or official who, 
ln*his pursuit of the alleged criminal or 
subversive, tends to rationalize toward the 
belief that the end Justifies the means, bit- 
terly condemning the curbs on his zeal as 
a handcuff on what he alleges to be modern 
and efficient law enforcement. I trust that 
you will agree. 

Here I may as well frankly recognize the 
.fact that your group probably will hear 
criticism from former Special Agents of the 
FBI. I trust that you will review that criti- 
cism, and report it In proper context, Neither 
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ior I, nor any other person, can manage 
a large organization to the total satisfac- 
tion of all employees. You have the oppor- 
tunity of placing this criticism in proper 
balance if you will take full note of the evi- 
dence favorable to the FBI. There is an or- 
ganization known as The Society of Former 
Special Agents of the FBI, wholly private 
and In no way a part of the Government, 
whose members number in the thousands, It 
is unique, I believe, in the annuals of Gov- 
ernment employment. The organization ex- 
ists, or so I have been told, because its mem- 
bers are proud of having served in the FBI. 
If your scales of Justice are well balanced, 
I am sure that you will and that the views 
of these many greatly outweigh those of a 
dissident few and I think that fairness re- 
Quires that the views of the many be so well 
represented in your inquiry that the differ- 
ence in weight is made obvious. 

Somewhat related to these problems Is that 
of decision making. 1 believe it my duty to 
encourage a fuH expression of employee views 
on FBI problems, and I do so encourage, 
quite contrary to statements made by some 
of the critics. I believe it my duty, as the 
appointed head of the FBI, to review all views 
and make the final decision, except where it 
should be referred to higher authority. X 
believe It the duty of the employee, once 
the final decision is made, to either faithfully 
carry out the directive or marshal convinc- 
ing proof that it is in error. I submit for 
Judgment the belief that there Is no other 
way to operate an efficient law enforcement 
organization. 

Perhaps the earlier reference to enforce- 
ment of the law within the strictures of the 
law brings up the subject of wiretapping. 
Being sure that it will come up at your con- 
ference, I would like to ask a favor of your 
group In the Interest of fairness. I would 
think they would wish to show in their re- 
port, if such be issued, that Federal law 
permits wiretapping under controlled cir- 
cumstances. Further, that In each and every 
wiretapping, regardless of circumstances, the 
FBI first obtains the written approval of the 
Attorney General. Also, that with respect 
to the wiretapping which occurred before 
passage of the present Federal statute, the 
FBI followed the opinions of a long line of 
Attorneys General that wiretapping was 
legal, Your attention la called to 63 Yale l£,w 
Journal 792. where the then Deputy Attorney 
General of the United Stats said, in part, 
that "It has long been the position of the 
Department of Justice that the mere Inter- 
ception of telephone communications is not 
prohibited by Federal law . , , every Attor- 
ney General, commencing with William D. 
Mitchell in 1931, has endorsed the desirabil- 
ity and need for the use of wire tapping 
as an investigative technique in certain 
types of cases." All these facts may be well 
known to your group, but for some reason 
they often are omitted in public charges that 
wiretapping by the FBI is without lawful 
basis. Some critics would have the public be- 
lieve that the FBI has acted totally ourtside 
the law, when the fact Is that we simply 
followed the legal advice given to us by the 
Attorney General. Your group can set the 
record straight for all to see, and I hope that 
you will do so. 

These remarks cover the salient points of 
our "defense" and perhaps not so briefly as 
either of us might have wished. Obviously 
they do not cover everything. The ingenuity 
and then tenacity of our critics preclude a 
total answer. Were I to attempt to answer all 
charges I would be debating in this forum or 
that every day of the year, to the neglect of 
my duties. If I were to attempt to so answer, 
any critic could make any charge, even one 
totally fabricated, and force me Into a forum 
of his own choosing. The result la that many 
charges must go unanswered. Some are false 
on their face, some are false by twisted in- 
nuendo, and some could be proved false 
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only by the use of information which^Kst 
be kept in confidence for legal or investiga- 
tive reasons. This Is not tw deny that we, and 
I p have made mistakes. The judges and others 
sometimes have so advised us. We are only 
human. 

One final thought. No remarks In our "de- 
Tense" will still the voices of the critics, and 
these are not Intended to do so. The critics 
nave their rights of free speech under the 
First Amendment and I am sure they will 
continue to use those rights to the hilt. In at 
least many cases, we are denied an effective 
answer. As the Supreme Court has said so 
perceptively, . . It Is the rare case where 
the denial overtakes the original charge. 
Denials, retractions, and corrections are not 
*hof news, and rarely receive the prominence 
of the original story." Rosenbloom v. Metro- 
media, 39 L Ed 2d 29S, 313 (1971). I hope 
that In bringing charges against us, if such 
be the case, you will bear in mind this handi- 
cap under which we must labor and bring 
It to public attention. Elementary fairness 
seems to so require. Moreover, a public 
official, such as myself cannot successfully 
sue for libel or slander, even when the 
charges made against him are totally false, 
unless he can prove that those charges were 
made with actual malice. This Is extremely 
difficult to prove, as anyone familiar with 
the recent court decisions on libel and 
slander well knows. The result is that in so 
many cases of criticism my only recourse is 
that of taking some personal pleasure in 
knowing that the critics have abundantly 
proven, in the reams and volumes that they 
have published, that one of their principal 
charges— that I am beyond criticism — is 
totally false. 

I suggest that if evidence like that which 
I have briefly described here is fully de- 
veloped and exposed to public view, the 
ultimate "verdict" must be that the FBI is a 
lawfully composed and operated public 
agency, staffed by honest and reasonably 
Intelligent citizens doing a difficult job In the 
best way they know how and, moreover, 
doing it quite as well as it could be done by 
anyone else. While It may be quite true that 
we deserve some criticism, I think we also 
deserve an "acquittal." I think any deep 
and fair inquiry will command this result, 
and I remain 'hopeful of Its despite the 
obviously partisan statements made by some 
of your group in announcing that the inquiry 
would be held.

Mr. McCLORY. Mr. Speaker, recently, 
on Friday, October 8, the'TJ-S. Navy 
Electronics Supply Office celebrated its 
25th anniversary. The occasion was 
marked by a public ceremony in which 
many prominent civilian and Navy per- 
sonalities participated. 

I was privileged to speak at the after- 
noon, open-air ceremonies and to attend 
the 25th anniversary ball in the evening 
at the Great Lakes Officers Club. 

The commanding officer of the Elec- 
tronics Supply Office, Capt. R. A. Jones, 
was assisted in the arrangements by Mr. 
R, M, Samuel who served as the 25th an- 
niversary ceremony chairman. 

Among those who participated actively 



in the celebration were: Rear Adm, 
Draper L. Kauffman, commandant, 
Ninth Naval District: Hear Adm. Ken- 
neth R. Wheeler, commander, Naval Sup- 
ply Systems Command; Rear Adm. H. H. 
Loeffier, president, Exeter Paper Co,; 
Rear Adm. D. H. Lyness, commanding 
officer, U,S. Naval Supply Center; Capt. 
W. L. Talbot, commanding officer, U.3. 
Naval Training Center; and two former 
commanding officers of the ESO, Capt. 
W. P. Harvey and Capt. J. H. Garrett, 
Jr. 

The principal address given at the 
afternoon ceremonies was by Rear Adm. 
Draper L. Kauflman who presented dra- 
matically the role of the U.S. Navy Elec- 
tronics Supply Office. His remarks are 
presented at this point for reproduction 
as are the congratulatory messages from 
Adm. Charles K. Duncan, Adm. B. A. 
Clarey, and Adm. E. R. Zumwalt, Jr.: 
Remarks oy Re ah Adm. Draper L. Kauffman 

I am happy to be here today to help you 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of the Navy 
Electronics Supply Office. 

For a few minutes, however, I would like 
to invite your attention from Buckley Road 
in North Chicago to the oceans and the seas. 
Nine years ago this summer the Soviets con- 
ducted their major naval exercise of the year 
in the North* Atlantic Ocean and the Nor- 
wegian Sea. The exercise was a limited opera- 
tion designed to improve the ability of Rus- 
sian naval forces to protect their homeland. 
Only 4 surface warships , 20 diesel submarines , 
and a small number of land based patrol 
planes were Involved. In April of 1970, only 
9 years later, the Soviets conducted another 
naval exercise, which they called, appropri- 
ately, "ocean". This exercise was global in 
scope- It involved the Baltic Sea, the Nor- 
wegian Sea, the Barents Sea, the Black Sea, 
the Philippine Sea and the Mediterranean 
Sea, the Sea of Japan, plus the Atlantic, 
.Pacific and Indian Oceans* In terms of 
geographical scope, Operation Ocean was the 
largest exercise conducted by any nation In 
n&val history. It Included about 150 surface 
ships, 50 submarines — many of them nuclear 
powered — and several hundred planes. 

Contrasted against this truly dramatic 
growth of Soviet sea power, budgetary limita- 
tions have forced a reduction in the size of 
the U.S. Navy. Between June of 1969 and 
June of 1971, the size of the fleet has been 
reduced by about 20%. Thanks to the quality 
of our technology, we liave probably not yet 
lost the edge. To maintain that edge in the 
future, however, our Navy must continue to 
develop more effective hardware, better 
trained personnel, and an even more respon- 
sive supply system. 

And now, we move from the oceans and 
the seas back to the electronics supply of- 
fice. When I speak of navy hardware, one 
word blinks on and off like an neon sign: 
Electronics, one cannot over emphasize the 
Importance of electronics in modern warfare. 
As Admiral Zumwalt recently said, "Elec- 
tronic warfare of all types is receiving re- 
newed attention. I am convinced that the key 
to xiaval warfare of the future lies in the 
utilization of electronics, both active and 
passive." Electronics is an abstract word, so 
what do we include within its meaning? We 
include sensing devices to detect enemy 
movement; navigation and search systems to 
get us to the right place and to find the 
right object at the right time; communica- 
tions systems to provide^V^nput for making 
decisions; command an<_ Nxol systems for 
coordinating and directly > forces; sur- 
face missile systems to ex the deterrent 
range of our ships. To catai. lg all the exam- 
ples I could put under the word electronics, 
I would need another electronic device — a 
computer. ESO makes excellent use of com- 



ira in performing its primary mission of 
supporting the fleet with electronic "repair 
parts. This Is particularly important in main- 
taining critical weapons systems of our Sixth 
and Seventh Fleets, who operate constantly 
under the electronic shadows of Soviet 
ships, submarines, trawlers, and planes. 

Today, then, against the background of 
growing Soviet seapower and the vital role 
of electronics in modem warfare, I believe 
it is appropriate to look at ESO from the 
viewpoint of the fleet — the ultimate recipient 
of the electronic repair parts. Prom the cus- 
tomer's viewpoint, what kind of Job is ESO 
doing? 

Rather than take an opinion survey of 
ships captains and supply officers, I decided 
to measure ESO's performance against two 
indicators: Initial support and operational 
support. 

Our fleet of Polaris submarines is one of 
cur most important assets in maintaining 
world peace. ESO's performance in initial 
support of Polaris submarines with electronic 
-repair parts has been truly outstandings 
From March of 1988 through May of 1970, 14 
Polaris submarines were deployed with 100% 
of the electronic repair parts aboard. Since 
-then, the Navy has begun replacing the Po- 
laris missiles with Poseidon missiles. Despite 
the logistics problems inherent in changing 
from one missile system to another, ESO's 
performance in supporting the Poseidon pro- 
gram has also been outstanding, Submarines 
with Poseidon missiles installed are being de- 
ployed with 99% of the electronic repair 
parts aboard. Knowing C&ptadn Jones and his 
desire for perfection, I expect that figure 
will soon reach 100%, 

In the area of initial support for new ships 
and ships undergoing overhaul, ESO has an 
enviable record. These ships are feeing de- 
ployed with 95% of the electronic repair parts 
aboard. Here, too, I'm sure ESO is seeking 
improvements. 

The second indicator of performance Is op- 
erational support. How good a job is ESO do- 
ing in having the right part in the right place 
at the right time? Consider the following fig- 
ures; when equipments break down aboard 
ship and electronic repair parts are needed, 
80% of these parts are available within 
minutes from the ships storeroom; 14% of 
the required parte are available from the 
point of entry stock point within 10 days; 5% 
of the parts are available from another stock 
point within a few more days. Only one per 
cent of the time does the requirement have to 
be filled by ESO placing an order with indus- 
try for direct shipment to the end user. This 
is the kind of support that enables the fleet 
to maintain combat readiness. 

When combat readiness is impaired by a 
failed item, however, and a casualty report is 
transmitted. ESO computers respond within 
minutes to search system assets for the 
needed item. If the item Is available In 
stock — and it usually is — the shipment Is on 
its way to the customer within hours. If the 
item is not available in stock, a computer 
program monitors progress on the needed part 
until all actions have been completed. 

I might add that the material effectiveness 
of the two primary stock points that support 
the polaris submarines Is close to 90% and 
the supply availability of the ESO stock 
points in filling demands of all ESO managed 
items Is about 85%. While it is not cost-effec- 
tive to stock all electronic repair parts that 
might fail, ESO is striving to achieve a finer 
balance between dollars invested and opti- 
mum electronics support to the fleet. 

Viewed from the fleet, then, ESO is doing a 
superb Job in initial support and operational 
support. > 

Finally, I would like to thank everyone who 
had a part in building ESO into this fine or- 
ganization. To the former commanding offi- 
cers of ESO, to the former employees of ESO, 
to Admiral Wheeler, to Captain Jones, and to 
the current employees of ESO — I thank you 
and I salute you.

Mr. SPENCE. Mr. Speaker, a group 
styling itself the Committee for Public 
Justice meets this weekend at Princeton 
University. They apparently intend to 
zero in on the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and its Director, the Honorable 
J. Edgar Hoover. 

In his column which appeared in the 
October 25 edition of the Washington 
Evening Star, William F. Buckley, Jr., 
itemizes in some detail the principal par- 
ticipants and the common threads which 
draw them together m this endeavor. I 
ask unanimous consent to include that 
column at the conclusion of my remarks. 

At the risk of dignifying such a group 
by deigning even to mention it, I call it 
to the attention of my colleagues in the 
hope that the excesses which may be 
anticipated from its deliberations will 
not go unstudied and Unchallenged. Too 
often in the -past, questionable move- 
ments of this sort have been permitted 
to gain attention and momentum far 
beyond their merit. That should not be 
permitted to happen in this case. 

The column follows: 

Is It Public Justice or Just Hoover 
Batting? 
(By William F. Buckley, Jr.) 

A gentleman at Princeton University got 
the idea a while ago that it would be inter- 
esting to inquire into the nature of some- 
thing. So he founded the Committee for 
Public Justice. 

Having founded a Committee for Public 
Justice, the question naturally arose, public 
Justice for whom? The answer was obvious: 
Public justice for victims of — J. Edgar 
Hoover. The first extensive meeting is sched- 
uled to be held at the Wood row Wilson 
School in Princeton Friday and Saturday, 
and it is fearfully predictable that they will 
talk about the ^deficiencies of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

It is strange that a committee so self- 
advertisedly concerned with Justice should 
solicit, in the name of estimating the useful- 
ness of the FBI, the services of men who are, 



some of them. anti-FBI nuts I say nuts, be- 
cause criticism of the FBI needs to be eval- 
uated with some reference to the evaluator's 
general view of things. If there is anyone on 
the masthead of the new committee who has 
given 10 minutes' fruitful thought to the 
question of crime and punishment, with the 
possible exception of Norman Dorsen of the 
ACLU, then there will be headlines indeed 
out of Princeton this weekend, to celebrate 
the discovery of crime by thib set. 

The most conspicuous figure in the execu- 
tive council is Ramsey Clark Clark, who is 
a splendid fellow, wrote, alas, the most per- 
verse book about morals since De Sade. the 
Jurisprudential equivalent of "The Greening 
of America". On top of thnt, Clark and 
Hoover, uho was a subordinate of Clark for 
a few years, in the sense that Marshal Mont- 
gomery was a subordinate to King George V, 
were exchanging epithets a year or so ago. 
Then there is, of all people, Lillian Hell- 

man whs, netwitiistandlnjf \m gFeal 

sourcefulness as a dramatist, could only 
think, in 1952, to answer questions about 
her involvement with the Communist party 
with muttenngs about the 5th Amendment. 
Burke Marshall was an assistant attorney 
general during the Kennedy years, and in 
pursuit of public justice rushed to Chappa- 
quiddick not at the urging of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kopechne, but of Sen. Kennedy, 

Oh, it is a wonderful list! Did you know 
that Warren Beatty was interested in public 
Justice? 

Jules FelfTer is there, to protest what a 
spokesman for the committee has described 
as "political repression," which is to be de- 
fined, one gathers, as resistance to the burn- 
ing down of ROTC buildings. J. Fred Cook 
is best known as having discovered that the 
FBI framed Alger Hiss. 

Frank Donner also pleaded the 5th Amend- 
ment about his connections with the Com- 
munist party. Martin Peretz of Harvard, the 
philanthropist of the hard left, Is stlU dazed 
from the anti-Semitic talk he ran into dur- 
ing one of the caucuses which, as I remem- 
ber, he got the bill for,

THE POWER OP THE FBI 

\Mr. THURMOND. Mr. President, the 
Washington Evening Star of October 25 
contains a column by William F. Buckley, 
Jr; entitled 4 Ls It Public Justice or Just 
Hoover Eaiting?" And on October 20, the 
Kail Syndicate released a column by 
Roberts. AJkn. a 

Both columns deal with a 2-day sem- 
inar taking place at Princeton University 
on October 29 and 30, 1971, by the Com- 
mittee for Public Justice. The first ex- 
tensive meeting is scheduled to be held at 
the Woodrow Wilson School in Princeton. 

The conference iios been billed by the 
sponsors as nonpartisan with the objec- 
tive of looking at the ro'ie, structure, and 
power of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation in the Amencan society. However, 
both Buckley Mid Alien in their respec- 
tive articles see t\\2 conference in its 
true light as boms a radical, liberal op- 
eration and a part of a nationwide drive 
to disparage and asperse the FBI and its 
noted Director J. Edgar Hoover. 

It seems strange that a committee so 
self- advisedly concerned with justice 
should solicit, in the name of estimating 
the usefulness of the FBI. the services of 
men who are harsh foes and critics of the 
FBI and Hoover. The most conspicuous 
figure in the executive council is Ramsey 
Clark, Attorney General in the last phase 
of the Johnson administration. Since 
leaving office. Clark has become a stri- 
dent critic of the FBI and a liberal acti- 
vist. The other speakers, panelists, and 
participants are similarly highly biased 
and prejudiced in their view of the FBI. 



These two articles focus on this con- 
ference and they cast light on what is 
bound to be an attempted hatchet job.

If there 
Is anyone on the masthead of the new com- 
mittee who has given IC minutes' fruitful 
thought to the question of crime and pun- 
ishment, with the possible exception cf Nor- 
man Dors en of the ACLU, then there will

Seminar at Prtncftton University, 
Octosf.* 20, 1971 

(By ftoiwh 8> Allen) 

A singular two-day "seminar 0 is taking 
place at Princeton University next week that 
is being chnmnenzed in oiiicial circles as a 
''hanging without & trial." 

A radical- liberal operation from start to 
finish, it is part of a nationwide drive to dis- 
parage- and asperse the FBI and to "get" its 
noted Director J. Edgvvr Hoover. 

Announced theme of the October 29-30 
affair Is "The Role of the FBI in American 
Life." Strikingly indicative of the highly 
biased and prejudiced nature of this discus- 
sion is that without exception every speaker, 
panelist, and other participant is a harsh 
foe and critic of the FBI and Hoover— most 
of them of many years* standing. 

Several other revealing and significant 
facts about them are: 

(1) All are left: of center in varying de- 
grees, ranging from militant liberals and 
New Leftists to communists. (2) Without 
exception they are vigorous opponents of the 
Vietnam war and vehement denouncers of 
the so-called "militAry-Industrlal complex" — 
although in most instances they also are 
clamorous advocates of more arms and 
credits for weaponc to Israel. 

Proclaimed sponsors of this carefully 
staged, one-sided ksntraroo court is the Com- 
mittee for Public Justice, headquartered in 
New York and headed by an Excutive Coun- 
cil as leftish and hostile to the FBI as the 
program and participants of the Princeton 
seminar. 

Graphically illustrating this are the fol- 
lowing leaders of the Council : 

Norman Dorse n. general counsel of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, who has a 
long record of denouncing the Justice De- 
partment In particular and the Federal 
Government in general, and championing 
far-out liberal causes and crusaders. 

Burke Marshall, deputy dean of Yale Law 
School and Assistant Attorney General in 
the Kennedy* Administration, and long in the 
left-of -center forefront. 

Blair Clark, aggressive dove and campaign 
manager of former Senator Eugene Mc- 
Carthy's stormy but futile scramble for the 
1968 Democratic presidential nomination. 
During that camp ucrn, McCarthy and Clark 
availed the FBI and Director Hoover and 
unavailing tried to nuike an hsue of chem. 

Ramsey Clark,, Attorney General in the 
last phase of the Johnson Administration, 
during which, at a meeting of FBI men, he 
lauded Hoover to the skies. Since leaving of- 
fice, Clark has become a strident critic of 
the FBI and a liberal activist. Earlier this 
* year, he Indicated harboring presidential am- 
bitions but they seem to have evaporated 
in thin air. Last fall, in reply to snide re- 
marks by Clark, Hoover derisively charac- 
terized him as a "Jellyfish" and the "worst" 
Attorney General he ever worked for. 

MORE OF THE SAME 

Reported:?, the Princeton seminar will con- 
eist of two parts : 

In Par; JL a number of "papers" will be pre- 
sented on patently angled topics' by equally 
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fused authors. Examples: "Political Uses of 
the FBI" by I. F. Stone, long-time leftist and 
publisher, of "I. F. Stone's ..Biweekly"; "In- 
formers'* by Frank Dormer, New York attor- 
ney, who., has' been the lawyer of Communist 
Party functionaries and has been associated 
with communist front organizations over 
the years. In 1959, he pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment when questioned by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities re- 
garding Communist Party affiliations and 
activities; 

Also "Insiders' View" by Willi am Turner, 
one-time FBI agent who was dismissed on 
charges including lack of truthfulness, ac- 
curacy, and responsibility. He appealed this 
ouster, but it was sustained by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, the Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia, and the Supreme 
Court. Ho has written several books and a 

number of magazine artleles eRHtlptlng the 

FBt and Hoover; "Selling of the FBI" by Rob- 
ert Sherrill, one-time newsman and prolific 
critic of the FBI, President Johnson, and for- 
mer Vice President Humphrey. Sherrill 
labeled Johnson as "The Accidental Presi- 
dent", and Humphrey as "The Drugstore Lib- 
eral." 

Part II of the seminar will consist of panels 
aimed at exposing and castigating FBI meth- 
ods and practices. 

One panel will be made up of former Jus- 
tice Department officials, among them Burke 
Marshall and Roger Wilkins. an assistant of 
the lato Robert Kennedy. Another panel will 
comprise former FBI agents, including Turn- 
er, John Shaw, Sr., and Robert Wall, both 
ousted under charges. 

A third panel will consist of individuals 
characterized as "FBI informers," who will 
bo selected by Donner, the New York attor- 
ney who has represented Communist Party 
officials. 

Prominent among those listed as members 
of the Committee for Public Justice are ac- 
tors, writers, and artists long associated with 
leftist, radical, and peace causes of various 
kinds. 

Foremost among them is Leonard Berns- 
tein, symphony director, composer and sup- 
porter of the crime and murder-ridden Black 
Panthers. Also movie actors Marlon Brando, 
Shirley MacLaine, Paul Newman, and War- 
ren Beatty with long records in leftist causes. 

Writers who are Committee members in- 
clude Victor Navasky, ardent Kennedyite and 
author of the recently published book "Ken- 
nedy Justice," a laudatory account of Rob- 
ert Kennedy's administration of the Justice 
Department; and Walter Pincus, another 
Kennedy partisan who has written numerous 
articles hostile to the FBI and Hoover. In 
a three-part series published in the Wash- 
ington Post last June, 'the paper was forced 
to print a retraction of some of Pincus* 
charges. 
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CHINA AND THE UNITED 
NATIONS 

Mr. BROOKE. Mr. President, the 
People's Republic of China has now been 
admitted to the United Nations. 

For 22 years, China, the most popu- 
lous nation in the world, has been rep- 
resented in the counsels of the world by 
an exiled government on the island of 
Taiwan. And throughout those 22 years, 
the government which has ruled the 800- 
million Chinese people on the mainland 
has been denied representation in inter- 
national organizations. 

I welcome the admission of the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China as a full member 
of the United Nations. I think it is a step 
toward realism to accept the representa- 
tion of the Peking government on the 
Security Council and in the General As- 
sembly. 



. It SRmfortunate, however, that in the 
process the Chinese Government on Tai- 
wan has been expelled for the world 
body. I would have preferred to see that 
government given the option of choosing 
whether to remain or to withdraw, or to 
represent solely the people of Taiwan. 

But the expulsion of Taiwan from the 
United Nations should not*determine our 
future policies in regard to the United 
Nations. 

China is a revolutionary power — in the 
sense that it is seeking a revolution in 
the distribution of wealth and the or- 
ganization of society, both at home and 
abroad. But China is also a cautious na- 
tion in the use of its power. Participa- 
tion in the XJnited Nations ean eeiUnb* 

lite to China's exercise of caution and re- 
straint by offering another channel for 
the propagation of her views. 

For the United States to withdraw 
from the United Nations, or limit its par- 
ticipation in the world body — economi- 
cally or diplomatically — would be a 
tragic mistake. 

What free society has ever retreated 
from the free exchange of ideas? What 
free people has ever so repudiated its 
own principles that it has said to others: 
"You must agree with me, or I cannot 
talk to you!" 

In my opinion, there is nothing wrong 
with the United Nations becoming an in- 
ternational debating society, as some 
have suggested. For it was created to re- 
place the weapons of war with the wea- 
pon of words. 

Mr. President, if China is our adver- 
sary, let us face them on common ground, 
with the nations of the world in witness. 
Let us see whose ideas survive in a free 
society — whose principles will triumph 
in open debate. I know whose ideas will 
survive. I hive faith in our country. 

We all stand together on Spaceship 
Earth. We have our differences. But we 
can stand united in commitment to re- 
solve those differences peacefully. This 
is what the U.N. stands for, and this is 
what our Nation stands for in world 
affairs. 



EXPULSION OF NATIONALIST CHINA 
FROM UNITED NATIONS 

Mr. ROTH. Mr. President, the action 
by the United Nations General Assembly 
on Monday evening to expel the delega- 
tion from Nationalist China was, in my 
opinion, a grievous error. It is most un- 
fortunate not only for the government of 
Taiwan, but for the United Nations it- 
self. The United Nations has now — for 
the first time in its history — shown its 
willingness to expel one of its members 
by a simple majority vote. 

But despite the unfortunate U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly vote, ample opportunity 
still exists for the Republic of China to 
be represented in the world organiza- 
tion. The United States should, in my 
opinion, explore every avenue open to it 
to achieve this end. Certainly any organi- 
zation that seeks to represent the people 
of the world in a form for airing interna- 
tional problems and disputes must sez*i- 
ously consider the effects of an action 
that summarily excludes a government 
representing 14 million persons while 
every year admitting to. full member-

DETAILS : 
The Author : 

Frank J. Donner is a New York City attorney who has 
served as counsel for a number of Communist Party functionaries 
tried for violations of the Smith Act of 1940. He appeared 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities in 1956 and 
1959, and invoked Constitutional privilege when asked about his 
Communist Party affiliation. Donner has been associated with 

i communist-front groups over the years. In 1965 a confidential 
source advised that Donner remarked he has been a Communist 

/Party member for 30 years. He has written other articles critical 
of the FBI which appeared in magazines such as "Playboy" and 
"The Nation." He is the author of "The Un-Americans, " a book 
attacking the FBI's use of informants, and the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, and now has ^aHPAJttfifl • . r , "The FBI 
Informer -«» His Role in the American Political Intelligence System. 

The Paper : 

Donner 's paper is divided into seven segments , the 
highlights of which are set out below: 

I. This segment which appears to be an introduction alleges 
that the informer is the keystone of the American political 
intelligence system and that a network of FBI political informants 
girdles the entire country. He states that this network costs 
millions and that it is operated unchecked, permeating every 
facet of American political and social activity. He identifies 
the FBI as a "secret political police unit." 

II. Segment two alleges that the Bureau uses informants

threat of internal subversion; and that political espionage 

inevitably concentrates on the left instead of the right. 

This segment also degenerates into a personal attack upon 

the Director for his position on use of informants. He also 

attacks the House Internal Security Committee and the Senate Internal 

&eburl-ty Subcopunittee for using exposed FBI informants to 

fashion a scenario, ai*d thus perpetuatfes^: the "red menace." 

III. This part alleges that the FBI 1 s use of informers 
is an instrument of political and social control; a restraint 
of free expression; that all political parties are under 
surveillance and that once an investigation is started it 

is never ended. 

IV. Part four alleges that the FBI has no selectivity 

in its choice of targets and irresponsiblyiiiivestigates legitimate 
organizations and activities through use of informants. He 
rehashes information garnered from the burglary of our Resident 
Agency in Media, Pennsylvania, twisting facts to suit his own end. 

V. This segment alleges that the campus is a high priority 
target for our informants and that we use any method to develop 
them including threats, money, draft deferment, etc. He 
Ispecif ically mentions several former informants setting out 
jtheir identities and amounts paid them by the FBI for their 
iinformation. It is noted that all these informants he mentions 
have either surfaced on their own or testified in court actions 
for the Government . 

| VI. Donner here quotes scripture that talebearing is 

hateful and states that throughout history the informer is a 
universal object of loathing. He also alleges that provocation 
is an almost inevitable by-product of the informing system, 
1 intimating that the FBI advocates that informants involve 
(themselves in acts of violence. He uses an example of
